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THE WHISKY BILL BEATEN 


AN OVERWHELMING VOTE AGAINST 
: ITS PASSAGE. 

THE ENACTING CLAUSE STRICKEN OUT BY 
A VOTE OF 185 TO 838—sOME OF ITS 
SUPPORTERS SEEKING REVENGE. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Each new day 
brings its fresh disappointment and defeat to 
some of the Democrats in the House. To-day it 
was the Whisky bill, upon the success of which 
many of the membors have hung their hopes of 
returning to the Forty-ninth Congress. The 
friends of the Whisky bill were nearly all the 
friends of Mr. Carlisle asa candidate for Speaker, 
and somehow had expected that Mr. Carlisle’s 
election must be taken as an indication that the 
extension of the period for the payment of taxes 
on whisky would surely follow. Now that the 
bill is beaten, and so badly beaten that 
there is no hope of recovering the ground lost, 

Mr. Carlisle is receiving a share of the blame 

from the men who had confidently predicted 

that it would pass. It has been the general belief 
here for weeks that it would not get votes 
enough to get out of the House, but even its 
most sanguine opponent had not anticipated its 
defeat by more than 30 or 40 votes. It had been 
fully discussed at noon to-day, when it was 
taken up under the agreement that the debate 
should be limited toan houranda half. The later 
speeches, except that of Mr. Blackburn, did not 
command strict attention. Mr. Blackburn, in his 
closing remarks, showed so much impatience 
that it was generally assumed that he anticipated 
the death of the measure, It was not perhaps 
good judgment or in good taste for him, because 
Mr. Blount, Mr. Dunn, Mr. Herbert, and others 


changed their views on the measure, to say that 
these Democrats changed their convictions with 
the same celerity and almost with the same fre- 
quency that they changed their linen. The three 

entlemen named had no opportunity to retort, 

ut as soon as the bill had been reported to the 
House and taken up by sections, Mr. Blount 
threw a hot shot at Mr. Blackburn by moving 
that the enacting clause be stricken out. Before 
the roll-call was ended it was apparent that the 
bill would be beaten two to one. When the call 
was concluded more than one-half of the yeas 
were found to be made up of Democrats, Mr. 
Randall and most of his friends being among the 
number. So confused were the advocates of the 
bill that both Blackburn and Phil Thompson 
voted yea, and then ee hurriedly and with 
a show of annoyance to the negative. 

The supporters of the bill are about as angry 
as can well be imagined. They do not know 
what the distillers will do, but the opponents of 
the measure say that now all hope of relief is 
cut off. The distillers will promptly take steps 
to raise money to pay the taxes coming due, and 
at the same time they wiilstop production. Be- 
tore six months have passed they will be quite 
as well off as they deserve to be, after having 
crowded the storehouses in the hope of securing 
assistance from Congress. Mr. Morrison, who 
voted against the motion of Mr. Blount, had 
done all he possibly could to bring the bill toa 
vote. It was introduced on Jan. 7 by Mr. Willis. 
On Feb, 23 it was reported by Mr. Morrison, with 
an amendment providing for the payment of 
interest at 446 per cent. on the tax, within five 
years from the date of the original entry of the 
spirits for deposit in warehouse. The Ways and 
Means Committee was opposed to reporting the 
bill, and only considered that it should be re- 
ported without recommendation and without a 
vote. In his report Mr. Morrison set forth 
that the production of _ distilled spirits 
had become larger than the deman in 
the market: the taxes were the highest 
paid by any domestic industry; it suffered in 
common with other industries from the depres- 
sion of trade. “Lhe burden from which it was 
suffering was that imposed directly by the Gov- 
ernment. Its relief, he thought, would prob- 
ably prevent disaster and bankruptcy, not only 
to the interest itself, but to associate business in- 
terests. The biil proposed, not fo relieve any 
liability for taxes now imposed by law, but 
simply to postpone their payment for a period 
not exceeding two years, on condition of further 
security and of the payment of interest on the 
postponed taxes at the highest rate of interest 
paid by the Government on any of its bonded 
debts. There isa disposition manifested among 
some of the friends of the bill, who were also ex- 
pected to vote for the Morrison Tariff bill, to 
menace Mr.. Morrison with a retaiiatory vote 
against the proposed revision of the taritf. The 
demoralized Democrats may be expected to do 
almost anything now, but a Southern member, 
whose opinion was asked, said: **Oh, that’s all 
nonsense. These men [meaning the Democratic 
members] want to come back. Their vote on the 
Whisky bill hashurtthem. If they go back on 
tariff reform they'll have a chance to repent at 
home after next November.” 

The vote on the bill in detail is appended, Re- 
publicans being in roman, Democrats in italics, 
and Greenbackers, Readjusters, and Independents 
in SMALL CAPITALS:

THE DEMOCRATS AND THE TARIFF. 

The Democratic Party in Congress is not 
happy. The pretense of being satisfied deceives 
no one, and to-day the recent caucus action has 
been talked of as a huge joke that decided 
nothing, bound nobody, and only exposed the 
inharmoniousness of the party. Mr. Holman is 
reported to have said that it looks to him as if 
the caucus action was of no consequence. Of the 
amendment to the bill proposing to reduce the 
tax on fruit brandyhe speaks more definitely. He 
declares that it will be defeated overwhelmingly 
in the House; that it was adopted merely to 


catch the votes of North Carolina members and 
the members from California. It is true that all 
the North Carolina members present in the cau- 
cus voted with Mr. Morrison, but whether the 
fruit brandy amendment caught them is not so 
certain. It did not catch the Calitornia mem- 
bers, all of whom, including Mr. Rosecrans, who 
voted for Mr. Cariisle for Speaker, fell into the 

rocession with Mr. Randall. Mr. Holman 
is reported to have said: “It is true 
that we do not derive more _ than 
$1,250,000 from our fruit brandy tax, yet it will 
never do to reduce or abolish that tax while that 
on whisky remains where it is,even if it does 
cost nearly as much to collect ft as it is worth. 
It would resuit in much fraud being practieed, 
and it would requirean army of Inspectors to 
gee that otherspirits were not made and sold 
under the name of fruit brandy. 

Mr. Converse, who voted with the Randall pro- 
tectionists in caucus, is represented as being in 
doubt as to the wishes of his constituents. In 
order to refresn himself and to learn at the same 
time what they desire him to do he is going home 
on an indefinite leave of absence. As it is an- 
nounced that he wiil call up his wool bill about 
the ist of April, his visit cannot bea long one. 
Mr. Morrison is not itive as to when he will 
cali up his bill. Theimpression has been given 
to muny members that he desires to give ano 
portunity to have Mr. Converse’s wool bill dis- 
cussed together with several independent propo- 
sitions to amend the tariff by extending the free 
list, and that he will await the result of those 
discussions. The friends of the Converse bill to 
restore the old duty on wool are confident that a 
vote on that measure will bea test of thestrength 
of the Morrison bill. 

Out of Congress, among visiting Democrats, 
the do-nothing record of the party is exciting

ATTACKS ON THE EDUCATION BILL. 

Mr. Blair’s bill to extend national aid 
to the common schools of the country has now 
been discussed by the Senate for eight days, and 
not even a vote on any of the amendments 
offered has been had. Mr. Blair gave notice to- 
day that he would probably ask the Senate to 
hold a longer session than usual to-morrow, or, 
perhaps, to meet on Saturday, in order to dispose 
of the bill before the Naval Appropriation 
bill came before the Senate. After Mr. 


Hampton, whose colleague from South 
Carolina opposes the measure, and Messrs. 
Pugh and Call had defended the bill 
to-day, Mr. Vest renewed his attack upon it. 
His main point was that Mr. Blair's statistics re- 
garding the number of illiterates in the country 
were greatly exaggerated, and, therefore, the ne- 
cessity for the passage of the bill was notas great 
as those figuresseemed to show. Mr. Blair grace- 
fully admitted that he might have been a few 
thousands out of the way, and added that he 
would not stickle for “a million or so” when 
there were in the United States 20,000,000 children 

rowing up without any schooling whatever. 
The most serious attack ‘upon Mr. Blair’s 
bill, however, was made by Mr. Harrison in the 
shape of a substitute measure, which he offered. 
The Indiana Senator proposed to limit the 
amount to be taken from the national Treasury 
to $5,000,000, to be distributed during five yeurs 
instead of 10 years. The substitute also provided 
that the money shall be distributed only to those 
States showing a ~» 7 percentage of illiteracy. 
It was conceded, Mr. Harrison said, that the prop- 
osition to give national aid to the States for school 
purposes would never have been made but for 
the freeing of the negroes, and he thought, 
therefore, the money, if given at all, should go 
to the Southern States. Mr. Harrison’s substi- 
tute was ruled out of order, because the pending 
motion was that made by Mr. Plumb on Wednes- 
day torecommit the bill tothe Committee on 
Education and Labor, and no substitute or amend- 
ment could be made until that motion was dis- 
pone of. If Mr. Plumb’s motion is defeated, as 
t will probably be, Mr. Harrison will again offer 
his substitute and will press it toa vote as soon 
as possible.

THE RECOINAGE OF TRADE DOLLARS. 

After a vigorous fight in the House, be- 
tween Mr. Reagan, who desired to have the In- 
ter-State Commerce bill taken up, and the friends 
of Mr. Dow4d’s bill for the retirement and recoin- 
age of the trade dollar, the supporters of the 
Trade Dollar bill succeeded in getting that meas- 
ure before the House for consideration, Mr. 
Dowd obtained the floor, and made a speech in 
favor of the bill reported from the Committee on 


Coinage, as a substitute for nine. other bills 
on the same subject. The bill provides that until 
June 1, 1886, trade dollars shall be received at 
their face value in payment of all dues to the 
United States, and shall not be again paid out. 
Holders of trade dollars on the presentation of 
the coin to any Treasurer or Assistant Treasurer 
will receive in exchange, dollar for dollar, 
standard silver dollars of the United 
States. The trade dollars received in any 
national depository are to be recoined 
into standard dollars. The trade doliars are to 
be regarded and treated, when received at the 
mints, as silver bullion, and their bullion value 
shall be deducted from the amount of bullion 
required to be purchased and coined by the act 
of Feb. 28, 1878. Mr. Bland will, when oppor- 
tunity offers, propose to strike out the last pro- 
vision. The bill was unanimously reported by 
the committee.

REBUKED BY GOV.

THE POINTED MESSAGE WHICH ACCOM- 
PANIED A VETO. 
NEW-HAVEN, Conn., March 27.—Gov. 
Waller has created another sensation at the 
Capitol, this time by sitting down upon a couple 
of members of the lower house of the Legisla- 
ture. He hasn’t been on the best of terms with 
the members of the august body which makes 
laws for our State. The Senate a year ago, it will 
be remem bered,refused to confirm his nomination 


of Editor Parsons, of the Hartford Telegram, as 
an Insurance Commissioner. This year he found 
they would refuse to contirm his nomination as 
a Bank Commissioner, so Gov. Waller openly had 
a row with the members of his party, and select- 
ed as the Bank Commissioner Senator Hyatt, who 
had managed to be elected Senator from a 
strongly Republican district. Mr. Hyatt re- 
signed his position as Senator and so took 
from that body one vote for a Democratic Sena- 
tor next year. All this made Gov. Waller de- 
cidedly unpopular with the legislators. He set- 
tied matters as to his unpopularity yesterday by 
crushing the aspirations of two pet Representa- 
tives. They were Col. A. H. Fenn, of Winsted, 
and William O. Glover, of Fairfield—the 
former a Democrat and the latter a RKe- 
publican. These Assembiyman had _ ob- 
tained from their associates appointments 
as a commission to revise the probate laws of the 
State. It isn’t much of a picking, but it is good 
as Connecticut goes. It means $10 a day and ex- 
penses for so long a time as the commission may 
see fit toconsume in revising thelaws. To-day 
the Governor returned to the House, without his 
approval, the resolution creating the commission. 
his is the way in which he chastises the mem- 
bers who have appointed themselves to office: 
“The appointment of two of the members of the 
Assembly that enacted the resolution and of the 
house in which it originated to positions of emol- 
ument, as well as honor, does violence, in my 
udgment, to every rule of legislative propriety. 
he filling of lucrative place: already cre- 
ated by an Assembly having the power 
of selection out of its own membership 
is sufficiently obnoxious, but the creation and 
filling of such offices by and from the same body 
is infinitely moreso. The principle grafted upon 
municipal charters prohibiting members of city 
Governments from electing themselves to offices 
of profit ought to be regarded asan unwritten 
but inexorable law by General Assemblies. In 
the hope that your deliberate action will result 
in checking the vicious practice to which your 
attention is respectfully called the resolution is 
returned for your reconsideration.”

NARROW ESCAPE OF PASSENGERS. 
NEw-HAVEN, Conn., March 27.—During 
the severe storm last evening a boulder of 30 tons 
rolled down the side of the mountain that skirts 
the track of the New-Haven and Northampton 
Railroad between Shelburne Falls and Conway, 
Mass. When the train due in this city at 8:28 P. M. 


arrived at the spot it was notified by messenger 
of the danger ahead. Jt ujred nearly four hours 
for workmen to blast the boulder from the track. 
The train then made ali haste on its southerly 
journey. It had almost reached South Deerfield 
when iocomotive, tender, baggage car, and smok- 
ing car were huried from the track into a shallow 
stream that flows by the road at that point. The 
fireman was thrown headlong from the engine but 
was not injured.

ANOTHER BRITISH VICTORY 


THE VILLAGE OF TAMANIEB TAK- 
EN AND BURNED. 
OSMAN DIGNA’S FORCES AGAIN ROUTED— 
THE CAMPAIGN SAID TO BE AT AN END 
—NO BRITISH LOSSES. 


Lonpon, March 27.—Gen. Graham tele- 
graphed this morning to the following effect: 
The evening and night were cool. Reveille was 
sounded this morning at 3:30, and as quickly as 
possible the troops were got in readiness to ad- 
vance on Tamanieb. The cavalry are in front; 
the infantry follow in echelon of brigade squares, 
with the guns between the brigades. 

A later dispatch says: ‘ The British advanced 
to-day to Tamanieb, and burned the village. The 
Arabs fled, and the fighting is ended.” 

SUAKIN, March 27.—The British forces 
began to advance on Tamanieb at 5 o’clock this 
morning. The firing opened at 7:30, and was 
brisk upon both sides. Therebels were in larger 


numbers than yesterday. The English cavalry 
and mounted infantry led the attack, and drove 
the rebels from the rocks, dispersing them among 
the hills. There were no British casualties. The 
loss of the rebels is unknown. 

The rebels fired on the British troopers from 
the rocks upon the left. The cavalry dislodged 
them and advanced to within 100 yards of Tama- 
nieb. Assoon as Gen, Graham came up with the 
infantry and guns shells were thrown among the 
fiying Arabs and exploded close to them. On 
reaching Tamanieb the men and the horses made 
straight for the wells and slacked their thirst. 
After a brief halt the cavalry moved out to the 
right and left of the village in pursuit of the re- 
treating foe. The village was burned to the 
ground. Gen. Graham will explore the region in 
the neighborhvod of the wells of Tamanieb and 
then will return with his whole force to Suakin. 
The campaign is at an end. 


Carro, March 27.—Col. Kitchener and 
Major Rundle have started from Cairo to co-oper- 
ate with Capt. Chermside in negotiations for the 
opening of the road to Berber. ‘Telegraphic com- 
munication between Berberand Shendy has been 
restored. 

The authorities here consider that Osman 
Digna’s retreat without a decisive battle leaves 
the opening of the Berber route unsettled. It is 
na recy that Osman is now at Mewaneh, a hill 
village, five miles from Tamanieb. He has sev- 
eral hundred adherents, chietiy Bishareens, from 
the Berber district. Gen. Graham, after recon- 
noissances toward Sinkat and Mewaneh, will re- 
turn with his whole force to Suakin, leaving 
Capts. Chermside and Cameron with the 
friendly sheiks to negotiate terms upon 
which the tribes will keep the Berber road 
free. Gen. Stephenson and Sir Evelyn Baring 
urge upon the Home Government the necessity 
of an early withdrawal of all the English troops 
from the Red Sea coast. Admiral Hewitt oro- 
poses that 400 marines be left to garrison Suakin, 
to be relieved every fortnight. It is reported 
that Gen. stephenson isin favor of garrisoning 
Suakin and Massowah with a contingent of na- 
tive Indian troops, to be relieved from Bombay 
monthly. Hassan Bey, the commandant at Kas- 
sala, has sent word to Massowuh that the Kassala 

arrison has food and munitions for one month. 

e asks to be relieved by an English force. Ad- 
miral Hewitt, with Capt. Speedy and Consul 
Mason, will start from Massowah next week on 
the mission to King John of Abyssinia. They 
will meet the King at Adoulis. 


SUAKIN, March 28.—Gen. Graham and 
the cavalry have returned to Suakin. The in- 
fantry will arrive here to-day. It is expected 
that the troops will embark immediately. Five 
hundred natives will soon be sent to open the 
Berber route. 


Lonpon, March 28.—Orders have been 
sent to Gen. Graham to return immediately with 
the troops.

AFFAIRS IN THE GERMAN EMPIRE. 

BERLIN, March 27.—The Deutsche Tage- 
blatt says: “*At the dinner which he gave in 
honor of the Emperor’s birthday Prince Bis- 
marck greeted Minister Sargent witha courteous 
bow, but shook hands with all the other diplo- 
mats.” 

It is officially stated that last year at Erms- 
leben, a small town of Prussian Saxony, 403 per- 
sons were seriously ill and 6% died from trichino- 
sis. The disease was caused by eating raw pork. 

A fatal atfray is reported from Giessen. A 
Captain anda Lieutenant of the German Army 
were playing a friendly game of cards. Some 
dispute arose and they fell intoa quarrel. The 
hot-headed Lieutenant became furious, whisked 
out his sabre, and gave the Captain a death-stroke. 

In the Reichstag to-day, the bill appropriating 
19,000,000 marks tor the construction of torpe- 
does passed its second reading. 

Prussia has ordered that the State payment of 
the salaries of the Catholic clergy in the Diocese 


of Cologne be resumed, beginning with January ° 


last. 

The Reichstag adjourned to-day for the usual 
Easter vacation. The political parties are pre- 
paring for the general election. An inspired 
article in the Munich Gazette declares that the 
election will turn on the law against the Sociai- 
ists. The electors will find themselves be- 
tween these alternatives—to support either the 
law or the partisans of the Socialists. The Goy- 
ernment hopes to arouse among the German peo- 
ple a conservative movement analagous to that 
of 1878 after the attacks on the Emperor's life. 

The report of the Committee on Sugar Taxa- 
tion has been submitted to the Bundesrath. The 
oc Ad contains seven proposals, including the 
following: The retention of the tax on raw 
sugar; an increase of the tax on beet-root sugar, 
and the granting of permission to manufacturers 
and refiners to store sugar free of duty. 

Apropos of the appointment of Mr. Sargent to 
be Minister to Russia, the Berliner Tageblatt con- 
siders that America has conferred a demonstra- 
tive honor upon Mr. Sarge:.t which cannot be 
regarded as a victory for Prince Bismarck’s 
policy. The North German Gazette (Prince Bis- 
marck’s organ) 1s silent on the subject.

THE FRENCH IN MADAGASCAR. 

Paris, March 27.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day M. de Lanessan’s interpellation 
in regard to Madagascar came up for debate. 


Prime Minister Ferry spoke at some length in ex- 
planation and defense of the Government’s poli- 
cy in Madagascar. Hesaid in substance: “The 
delegates of the Hovas with whom negotiations 
were being conducted left Paris suddenly, with- 
out paying their hotel bills, just when an agree- 
ment seemed imminent. It is hoped that the ne- 
gotiations, which have been resumed, will result 
in a treaty which shall | beaprecer a the protection 
of the inhabitants of the north-western district 
of Madagascar and of resident Frenchmen, as 
the acquisition of land by foreigners except 
Frenchmen is inadmissible. To raise the ques- 
tion of sovereignty would involve war to the 
death with the Hovas and would make neces-ary 
a policy of conquest. Itis incumbent upon us to 
be modest and wise, in order to obtain practical 
results. If, however, the pending negotiations 
fail, we shall spare no effort to reduce the Hovas 
to submission.” 

The Chamber of Deputies adopted, by a vote 
of 430 to 32, an order of the day to maintain 
France's rights in Madagascar and to refer to a 
special committee the credit asked for by the 
Government.

A BOY MURDERED,

Fifty yards further 
up the creek from where the body was discov- 
ered the searchers found the boy’s shot ond pow- 
der pouch, and on the bank near these were signs 
of a scuffie and clots of blood. ‘The boy’s dog, 
which was his constant companion, and which 
was seen with him on Tuesday, and his gun can 
nowhere be found. 

One of the men took the bedy on his back 
and carried it to town. An old fortune-teller, 
who has been going around the neighborhood 
for several days, is missing, and every etfort is 
being made to tind him.

LOSING GROUND IN HIS OWN DISTRICT— 

PROBABILITY THAT HE WILL NOT BE

CoLtumBus, Ohio, March 27.—Reports 
from ex-Speaker Keifer’s Congressional district 
seem to indicate that when he returns home he 
will be surprised at the very dilapidated and de- 
moralized condition of his forces.

A BREAK IN THE WHEAT MAREET. 


UNEASINESS AND EXCITEMENT IN THE TRADE 
IN MILWAUKEE. x 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 27.—The gen- 
eral feeling among persons interested in the 
wheat trade is that the downward movement in 
prices which has beenin progress during the past 
10 days insures a speedy reduction of the im- 
mense stocks which have been held in this coun- 
try during the Winter. In Milwaukee the 
amount taken for shipment within the past 10 
days has amounted to 400,000 bushels. The pan- 
icky feeling in the market this week has 
naturally put a stop to foreign orders. No 
one wants to purchase while there is a 
chance that the market will go lower, but 


there is no end of buyers who are ready to ste 
in and purchase as soon as prices become settled. 
The break has been oue of the sharpest which 
has ever occurred in the history of the trade. On 
Saturday last the May option sold in Milwaukee 
at %5 cents. This morning it touched 86% cents. 
To-day has been one of great uneasiness and ex- 
citement on ’Change, and there are rumors in 
the air of the failures of several commission 
houses. One or two failures reported from 
Chicago tended to make things very panicky. 
The iast 5 cents of the decline was due not to the 
efforts of the bears, but to the throwing of long 
wheat on the market in cases where margins ex- 
pired. The bears commenced to cover above 90 
cents. Their purchases would have exerted a 
strengthening influence sufficient to stop the de- 
cline but for the fact that the margins of 
country operators expiring, the wheat held by 
the latter had to be offered for sale, swamping 
everything. Every cent decline brought out 
a fresh lot of this stuff. 

Very little money was made by the late de- 
cline, as the bear element among the operators 
was not prepared to take advantage of it. The 
general feeling now is that the cereal is very 
cheap and that an active movement of stocks 
will take place as soon as prices become settled. 
Anticipating this and seeking to profit by it, a 
large number of operators stand ready to jump 
inand buy as soon as they think the bottom has 
been reached. A good many who want to have 
wheat on hand when the anticipated reaction 
occurs, have been buying since the May option 
touched 90 and selling out again every time there 
was a decline of acent or so,in order to take a 
tresh grip lower down. This has tended to make 
the market very active during the past few days. 

The latest sensation in wheat circles is that D. 
O. Mills and Winslow, of New-York; Albert E. 
Kent, of San Froncisco; 8. A. Kent, P. D. Ar- 
mour, A. George Pullman, of Chicago, and John 
Plankinton, of Milwaukee, have formed a com- 
bination to bull wheat, and that their brokers 
have been vigorously but quietly buying up the 
cereal for several days. This story is emphati- 
cally denied by Plankinton and Armour. 


CHICAGO, March 27.—There was wild ex- 
citement on Change this morning when wheat 
dropped 14 cents, and the resuit was that sev- 
eral operators who have been strained by the 
constant decline were forced to la own. 
Among them was Shepard & Peacock, = began 
business Sept. 1. Mr. Shepard is from Milwau- 
kee, and Mr. Peacock was at one time a partner 
of McGeoch. “Our customers were bulling 
wheat,” said Mr. Shepard, “and didn’t respond 
with margins, and we had to close out our trades, 
Things are mixed, and I can’t tell how much we 
owe. Weexpect to go ahead again.” It is be- 
lieved that no one will lose heavily by this sus- 
pension. 

H. O. Kenyon, who is out of town, but will 
be back to-morrow morning, was also long on 
wheat and had to settle up. His condition 1s 
not known, but his friends say he will come to 
the top again soon. 

Adoiph Herbst, of the open board, went under 
for about $3,000, and another operator there 
closed out and paid the differences. 

A rumor was afloat to-day that P. D. Armour 
& Co. were short 1,000, bushels of wheat. 
This follows the recently published statement 
that Mr. Armour and his triends had made a ship- 
ment East by rail of 500,000 bushels. Mr. Armour 
did not appear to think the matter one of any 
particular public interest. Hesaid: **Of course 
we are moving more or less grain, and have been 
shipping some to Europe. The market is mov- 
ing, but there isactually nothing much outof the 
usual run, We are not in the deal to any ex- 
tent.’

GOLDWIN SMITH ON CANADA, 


DISCUSSING THE RELATIONS OF THE DOMIN- 
ION AND THE UNITED STATES. 

BuFrraLo, N. Y., March 27.—Goldwin 
Smith was interviewed in this city to-day con- 
cerning the relations between Canada and the 
United States. He considers the tariff restric- 
tions on trade between the two countries ab- 
surd and highly injurious to both countries, but 
most so to Canada because that is the smaller 


country. He expressed the opinion that the 
best way; to remedy the difficulty would be by a 
Customs union, and said if the Government at 
Washington should propose such a union he be- 
lieved it would be speedily arranged. He said 
he could not understand the cause of the in- 
difference of the Washington statesmen to Cana- 
da. and could not believe prejudice against the 
English sufficiently accounted for it. He believes 
that the questions of Canadian relations must be- 
fore long be considered and that the removal of 
tariff restrictions must result. 

“The two countries,” said Mr. Smith, “ not 
only lie close to each other—they project into 
each other; they are dovetailed together. Their 
interests are the same, and they should be per- 
mitted unrestricted commerce with each other. 
The United States will yet see this and under- 
stand the importance of the vast country to the 
north of her.” 

Concerning Canadian politics Mr. Smith said 
there was no distinctive principle dividing the 
two parties, and one was simply trying to get the 
better of the other. One result of this state 
of things was the recently developed cor- 
ruption in the Ontario. Legislature. He 
believed the present Dominion Ministry would 
continue as long as_ Sir John Macdonald 
lived. The Irish Catholics in Canada, he said, 
are very troublesome. They form a distinct set, 
attached to neither party, but numerous enough 
to hold the balance of power between the par- 
ties. They have no political principles, and seek 
only plunder. In this way they hold both parties 
in a kind of slavery.

PROBABLE MATCHES BETWEEN THE EX- 
PERTS SCHAEFER AND SLOSSON, 

CuIcAGao, March 27.—At last there is an 
excellent prospect that Slosson and Schaefer 
will come to terms at once, or as soon as Schaefer 
arrives in Chicago, whicb will be in a day or two. 
Tom Foley to-day in behalf of Slosson issued a 
formal challenge to Schaefer for a match for 


the balk-line emblem’ according to the 
championship rules, and posted his forfeit 
of $250 with the stakeholder named in the rules. 
The challenge imposes no conditions, but sug- 
gests that the game be played in Chicago within 
45 days from date. Schaefer is known to favor 
Chicago, and will probably consent to play soon 
after May 1. Slosson privately expresses a pref- 
erence for the 10-inch line insteaa of the 8-inch, 
but will leave Schaeter free to decide the mat- 
ter. Mr. Foley also challenged Schaefer to play 
Slosson a match at the champions’ game, 
lines 18 by 38 inches, on a 5 by 10 table, 800 points, 
for $500 a side, and has deposited a forteit of 
$250 in Chicago, the game to take place in 
Chicago about 20 days after the balk line contest. 
Slosson has received positive assurance from 
New-York that if he plays Schaefer for the balk- 
line emblem Schaefer will play him a match at 
the champions’ style of garhe. There is, there- 
tore, little doubt that the two matches will be 
played. 

It is only within the last day or two that Slos- 
son has done any practicing at the balk-line 
billiards, but he is already playing in good form.

He thinks he will 
improve steadily henceforward, and that Schaefer 
will have to average at least 60 to win.

EMPHATIC INDORSEMENT OF THE 

REFORM BILLS. 

ANOTHER ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING TO 
STRENGTHEN THE HANDS OF THE COM 
MITTEE OF FIFTY-THREE, 

The mass-meeting in favor of reform in 
the Municipal Government of this city which 
was called for last evening by the Committee of 
Fifty-three was attended by an assemblage 
which filled the large hall of the Cooper Union, 
and which gave evidence of its approval of the 
sentiments of the speakers by frequent and 
loud demonstrations of applause. Not only was 
the platform filled with gentlemen prominent 
in the community, but in the body of the hall 
hundreds of the leading men of the city found 
seats. s 

James M. Brown, the banker, presided over the 
meeting, and among those who surrounded him 
on the platform were Judge Noah Davis, As- 
sistant United States Treasurer Thomas C. Ac- 
ton, the Hon. William M. Evarts, Prof. Theodore 
W. Dwight, Douglas Campbell, 8. V. R. Cruger, 
Wheeler H. Peckham, Henry Bergh, Albon P. 
Man, James Talcott, Frederick R.Coudert, ex- 
Alderman James W. Hawes, J. Pierrepont Mor- 
gan, Henry A. Oakley, Charles P. Dayton, Mar- 
velle W. Cooper, J. D. Vermilye, D. Willis James, 
and Henry L. Sprague. 

Mr. Evarts nominated James M. Brown for 
Chairman of the meeting. ‘“ This is in no sense 
a political party meeting,” said Mr. Brown, 
when the cheers which followed his unanimous 
election had subsided. ‘‘We come together as 
citizens in pursuit of a noble object. That we 
have strong friendsin Albany is shown by the 


passage of the Roosevelt Aldermanic bill, and 
there are other measures leading in the same 
direction, in urging the passage of which we 
ask your assistance. Mr. Evarts, the Chairman 
of the Committee of Fifty-three, will now report 
to you what his committee has already done, and 
what it hopes to accomplish still further with 
the aid of your influence.” 

Mr. Evarts was met with a storm of applause 
as he stepped to the front with a roll of legisla- 
tive bills in his hand. “This isa business meet- 
ing of citizens,” he said, ‘‘ with no zeal in imme- 
diate personal politics, called to follow the im- 
pulse set on foot {by the meeting of Feb. 14. It 
was our intention at that meeting to do some- 
thing to save our city from the disgrace and 
scandal which surrounded its local government, 
and the great central fact which struck us at 
that time was that the share which the Board of” 
Aldermen had in shaping municipal affairs was 
neither creditable to themselves nor useful to: 
us. [Applause.}] We determined, therefore, 
that we would save them and ourselves in the 
future from the shocking exhibitions of in- 
competency and dishonesty which they had been 
making for years. It is my pleasure to remind 
you that this first great step forward in our 
march to reform has been taken. The power of 
the Aldermen has been prostrated by an act of! 
the Legislature signed by the Governor. [Ap- 
plause.| This having been uccomplished, your, 
committee in attendance at Albany, finding a 
very strong appreciation in both houses of the 
Legislature of the power and force accorded to 
the great meeting which set the committee in 
motion, framed a scheme and plan ard approved 
measures out of which, when the plan is com- 
pleted and the whole fabric is built up—as we 
feel confident that it will be built up ii’ you only 
continue to show your zeal for good government 
—will make a greater march toward good muni- 
cipal government within three months than 
would be made by ordinary legislation in a dozen 
years.’ 

Mr. Evarts gave the substance of the reform, 
bills now before the Legislature. That provid- 
ing for the election of a Controller, he said, was 
awaiting the Governor’s signature, which it 
would undoubtedly receive, as would also the bill, 
providing for the election of the President of the 
Board of Aldermen. The measure to make the 
term of office of men appointed by Mayor Edson: 
at the close of his term expire on Feb. 1, 1885, 
Mr. Evarts said, had passed the Senate, and 
would have passed the Assembly on Wednesday, | 
“if that house had not resolved itself into its, 
primary relation of citizenship and abandoned | 
all legislation.” [Laughter.] After reviewing the 
bills introduced by the Roosevelt Investigating 
Committee in regard to the offices of the County 
Clerk, Register, Sheriff, and Surrogate, and abol- 
ishing imprisonment for debt, Mr. Evarts ex- 
plained the ideas of the committee in relation to 
taking the Bureau of Elections from the control 
of the Police Department and placing’ it in the 
hands of an independent, non-partisan _board, 
which shall have a non-political origin. He ad- 
vocated a Spring election for Mayor. ‘“* We 
would like to feel,” he said, *‘ that our Mgyor, 
with all the power which he is to have, was not 
elected to help a Governor or a President by & 
corrupt trade. [Applause.] If the people car 
have an election in the Spring, with nothing te 
distract their minds from the question of th¢ 
Mayoralty, then, if they will not come up and 
vote for a man whom they can trust, the city 
must be left to the destruction which comes of, 
wastefulness, corruption, and cowardice. \ 

* The politicians and leaders in politics,” said 
Mr. Evartsin conclusion, “ are quite as likely te 
weigh the power and force of a Cooper Unior 
non-partisan meeting as they are to measure th¢- 
weight and force of a packed committee of one 
party or the other. When the people, without 
the excitement of partisan interests, come to 
meeting after meeting here to voice their wishes, 
the politicians of both parties in both houses at 
Albany understood it. That is a part of their 
business, and the main part. They’ve got & 
weather eye all around the rim of their hats, ané 
they know the difference between indignation 
and ‘taffy.’ [Laughter and applause.] If wearé 
to carry on the system under which we have 
thriven as no other people has ever thriven we 
must understand that our duties as citizens d¢, 
not terminate on election: day. Let us under- 
stand that the doctrine that our magistrates aré 
amenable to the law is not satisfied if they are 
not amenable in the same sense that tho common 
malefactor is. If they betray their ttusts the 
only proper course to pursue is to have them in- 
dicted and imprisoned as felons.” 

Applause which lasted fully a minute greeted 
the conclusion of Mr. Evarts’s address, and as 
soon as silence was restored Judge Noah Davis 
read the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the report of the Committee of Fifty- 
three in reference to legislation affecting this city is 
hereby heartily approved; that we request said com- 
mittee to continue their efforts in securing an improved 
City Government, especially in urging the passage of 
the bills introduced by the special Investigating Com- 
mittee of the Assembly to correct abuses in the offices 
of the Sheriff, County Clerk, Register, and Surrogate, 
as also the Senate bills making the President of the 
Board of Aldermen elective, and terminating on Feb. 
}, 1885, the terms of all heads of departments here- 
after appointed by the present Mayor. 

Resolved, Uhat we favor the election of the Mayor in 
the Spring, 2nd the transfer or the Bureau of Elec- 
tions from the Police Department to a non-partisan 
commission. 

Resolved, That we thank the Legislature for the work 
already accomplished, and inthe nameof a tax-bur- 
dened community we earnestly ask them to accedeto 
these our further just demands. 

Resolved, That we deprecate the action of the mem- 
bers from this city who oppose these measures. 

Resolved, That to the Governor of the State, not only 
for his approval of the bill concentrating responsibility 
in the hands of the Mayor, but for his manly and cour- 
ageous exposition of his rezsons therefor, our warmest 
thanks are justly due. 

Resolved, That the Committee of Fifty-three is here- 
by authorized, in its discretion, to increase its member- 
ship. and to fill any vacancies which may occur in its 
numbers. 

In speaking to the resolutions Judge Davis, 
after expressing the thanks of the citizens to the 
Committee of Fifty-three for the work it had so 
faithfully accomplished, said: “The great city of 
New-York has been for years to the country at 
large a monstrous sphinx, a riddle that men 
could not read. ‘They saw that, notwithstanding 
your liberality in providing for all kinds of 
charities in behalf of man and beast, you have 
been utterly incapable of restraining your sery- 
ants from crime, corruption, and robbery. To- 
night the eyes of the country are fixed 
on this city to see if she is equal to the task 
that she has now undertaken to accomplish. 
Shall we fail or triumph? Shall we march on to 
victory or surrender to those who have kept us 
so long under the heel of oppression and wrong? 
We must succeed, for our cause is just, and_we 
stand by it, not as partisans, butas citizens. For- 
tunately, we have in the Executive Chair a man 
who believes in theexecution of right and justice 
among his fellow-men, who does not forget that 
he is not the master, but the servant of the 
people.” , : 

This reference to Gov. Cleveland was received 
with a deafening shout,in the midst of which: 
Mr. Evarts shook his handkerchiet above his 
head, and the gentlemen surrounding him on 
the platform followed his example. Douglas 
Campbell jumped to his feet and called for three 
eheers for the Governor, and they were given 
lustily, Republicans joining Democrats in swell- 
ing tLe sound. When this little entr’acte was 
concluded Judge Davis ended his brief address. 
*Let us acknowledge no allegiance,” he ex- 
claimed, “‘to machines, rings, or halls in this 
fight, and least of all to that worst of halls, aico- 
hol, the influence of which seems also to sway 
almost every public question. It has come to 
this, that the party to which | belong has shown 
in the lobby at Albany that the factional leaders 
of the Republicans had rather have Democrats 
who will steal in power than men of their own 
party if they will not steal: Let us put the seal 
of — neds on this kind of government 
to-night. 

Wheeier H. Peckham began a spirited speech 
by saying that an old philosopher had remarked 
that force and right could accomplish everything. 
Wiei-sereeres: © tizens of New-York had been 
obliged to acknowledge the evidence of force, 
but they had begun to think that right was a 
long time in getting ready. It was hard to un- 
derstand why men whose services were worth not 





more than a few thousands of dollars a year—if 

“+ pe gad be put — 
offices, and sho permitted pay 
themselves fifty, sixty and even a‘ bun- 
dred thousand dollars per annum out of 
the _— money. Take the office of County 
Clerk, for instance. The pie were ng a 
man ,000 a year for holding that office, al- 
though he had publicly admitted that he did not 
know what the duties of his position were. A 
good aged Clerk, the speaker thought, could 


readily be obtained by the payment of three or 
four thousands of do a year. 


Mr. Peokham alluded to the heroic efforts of 
eodore Roosevelt in behalf of good municipal 
government. ‘The young Assemblyman, he said, 
carried upon his shoulders the wisdom and the 
earnestness of years. ‘I'he mention of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s name was grected with great applause. 
Many other representatives at Albany of the 
eople of thiscity, the speaker continued, had 
Fallen far short of paving satistaction to 
their constituents. t was not possible 
that the people would sit supinely down and 
ailow such an evil state of affairs in their munic- 
ipa! government to continue simply because the 
,olitical ** bosses” willed that it should be so. 
‘he people must arouse and assert their own will 
in opposition to the will of the bosses. Is there 
any man thatsaysthe New-York City Govern- 
ment cannot be improved? [Laughter.] Is 
there any man who will not say that even the 
slightest change in the present method wou!d be 
an improvement? [{Applause.] The chance of 
obtaining good government was within the 
reach of the citizens and it alone remained for 
them to grasp it. [Applause.] 
Prof. Theodore W. Dwight said that five weeks 
ago the citizens of New-York amounted to noth- 
ing practically in the management of their 
municipal-affairs. Now sf amount to every- 
thing, thanks to the Legislature and the Guv- 
ernor. “ We dida great thing, gentlemen,” said 
the speaker, *‘ when we gave a staggering blow 
to our Board of Aldermen. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] There has been a great deal of senti- 
ment uttered and written during the last few 
weeks about the New-York Aldermen. Accord- 
ing to many that board was a truly noble 
heritage of Saxon liberty. It was implanted 
here by Thomas Jefferson, baptized by Patrick 
Henry, and protected by the glorious American 
eagle, which Gen. John Cochrane always keeps 
on hand for important occasions. [Great laughter 
and appiause.] However, now the brains are out 
of the Board of Aldermen and it must soon die.” 
[Applause.] 
t had come to bean accepted fact under the 
old system of municipal government that fora 
man to bea member of the Board of Aldermen 
was to be an adept at making adeal. The Alder- 
manship and the power to make & deal seemed to 
be conferred upon a man at thesametime. The 
office of Mayor was an executive one, and to en- 
able a man to execute the laws properly he 
should have complete power over his own subor- 
dinates. There were two important features in 
executive government, and those were energy 
and safety. The most insidious way of destroy- 
ing energy was to electa man toan office and 
then weigh him down with checks and em- 
barrassments such as would prevent him from 
freely exercising his own judgment. Direct re- 
sponsibility to the people would be the best as- 
surance of safety. Thfow responsibility upon a 
manand then keep your eye upon him and the 
chances are that good government will be the 
result. Of course, due care should be taken in 
selecting an intelligent, just, and liberal-minded 
citizen to fill the Mayor’s chair. None but first- 
class men should be put in such a position. 


Prof. Dwight stoutly advocated the idea of 
conferring upon the Mayor the power of remov- 
ing as wellas appointing his subordinates. If a 
well-meaning Mayor happened to make a mis- 
take and get a bad man for a subordinate posi- 
tion he should have the power to rectify the 
error. It was not a question of misfits, but a 
question of getting the best possible govern- 
ment for New-York. No business man would 
keep an incompetent clerk after ascertain- 
ing that the clerk was incompetent, and 
the city’s affairs ought to be manayed on 
business principles. If seemed as if the people 
were about to be given the privilege of govern- 
ing themselves in this city. The success of the 
experiment would depend entirely upon the care 
and diligence with which the voters attended to 
their duties. The speaker believed that the great 
mass of voters would attend to their rights with 
zeal pad proaupemess. He was truly thankful for 
what had already been accomplished in the Leg- 
islature, but there yet remained much more to 
be accomplished, and the citizens who had been 
working shoulder to shoulderin this movement 
should not * grow weary in well doing.” 

The speaker criticized the present system under 
which the Bureau of Elections was conducted. 
The appointment of personsto inspect the cast- 
ing and counting of votes should be entirely dis- 
sociated from the Police Department, and from 
any partisan influence. The right of suffrage 
was the life-blood of the State. If you poison 
the suffrage by inherent corruption, you poison 
the State. Oursystem of republicanism presup- 
posesa fair vote anda fair count. Unless the 
suffrage was kept pure both the State and the Re- 
— would suffer and finally die. Prof. Dwight 

elieved that the Bureau of Elections ought to be 
appointed by the courts. He favored a separate 
election for the Mayor, whether it be held in the 
Spring or at any other time of the year. He 
would not have any other name on the ticket ex- 
cept that of the candidate for Mayor; no other 
State, county, or city officer. The idea was to 
make the election for Mayorof New-York of 
puch paramount importance that the people 
would take a deep and undivided interest in it. 
The speaker looked fora grand turn-out of citi- 
zens to elect ‘the first regenerated and disen- 
thralled Mayor of New-York.” [Applause.] 

Frederick hk. Coudert entertained the audience 
by a’bright and witty speech in favor of the cause 
of municipal reform. Hesaid that he proposed 
tosay hissay in behalf of that causeif he only 
had a Corporal’s guard to hear him. [Persons 
who started to go out resumed their seats.] Mr. 
Coudert said he had heard only one argument 
againt the new law conferring enlarged powers 
upon the Mayor. That argument was that under 
the new law the people of New-York would 
have a Czar. fLenehter.] Doubtless few 
persons who used that had 
any definite idea what a Czar was. They 
perhaps imagined that he was a man 
who wore furs all the year around and was 
biown up every week. [Laughter.] If the Czar 
of New-York should prove objectionable the 
poops could assert their rights and get rid of 

im; they could drown him or dynamite him or 
send him to Congress. [Laughter.] Atany rate, 
the rule of a Czar was preferable to the rule of 
the rum shops. This city was already ruled by a 
god, and that god was Bacchus—a modern Bac- 
‘chus to be sure, and one who differed from the 
classical god, inasmuch ashe wore a diamondin 
his shirt front. The god of mythology probably 
did not wear diamonds because he wore no linen 
to speak of. [Laughter.] 

Mr. Coudert said he had no fears of evil effects 
from the new law concerning the Mayoralty. 
The Goddess of Liberty was not going to be strick- 
endown. She was —y- ~ 5 to be allowed to wash 
herself and to wear clean clothes occasionaily. 
Alluding to the outrageous expenses of the City 
Government in the past, the speaker said that 
New-York was rich enough to pay any amount 
for a good Government, but it was not rich 
enough to pay fora bad Government. The cry- 
ing evil had been that New-York had been gov- 
erned by its worst and not its best elements. The 
men who had been put into the offices ought not 
to be made to bear all the blame for their short- 
comings. It was the system that was bad, and the 
office-holders could not control that. The people

should stamp the system out, anda better class 
ot office-holders would follow as a matter of 
course. é 
Mr. Evarts offered the following resolution, 
which was adopted, together with the resolu- 
tions previously read: 
Resolved, That in the opinion of this meeting the 
Police Departments of the large cities of this State 
ought to be beouget within the system of contro] and 
gupervision of the Civil Service Commission of the 
Btate for competitive examinations, and we desire the 
Committee of Fifty-three to favor and to forward the 
passage of a Jaw to accomplish that object. 
The meeting adjourned after cheers had been 
given tor the resolutions and the speakers.

TWO SMART YOUNG THIEVES. 


VAUGHT COMING FROM COL. VOSE’S HQUSE 
WITH THEIR PLUNDER. 
John Benson and John Miller, two smart 
young thieves, were arrested yesterday after- 
noon for robbing the residence of Col. Richard 
Vose, of the Seyenty-first Regiment, at No. 49 
East Sixty-fourth-street.

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THE TROUBLES OF THE COLORADO 
COAL AND IRON COMPANY. 

THE CANDIDATES FOR DIRECTORS AND THE 
VIEWS OF THOSE INTERESTED WHO 
FAVOR GEN. PALMER’S MANAGEMENT, 

Stockholders of the Colorado Coal and 
Iron Company received a circular yesterday ask- 
ing them to sead their proxies or cast their 
votes for the following named gentlemen as 
candidates for Directors of tne company, at 
the annual election, to be held April 7: 
Edward Lewis and F. A. Dick, of Philadel- 
phig; John H. Small, of York, Penn.; D. 
C. Dodge and A. H. Danforth, of Colorado; 
Henry Amy, Rossiter W. Raymond, George F. 
Peabody, and Charles A. Moore, of New-York. 
Mr. Lewis is suggested as President, Gen. W. J. 
Palmer having declined to accept a re-election. 
The circular was signed by the members of the 
joint committee appointed at the recent stock- 
holders’ meetings held in Philadelphia and this 
city. Proxies are asked to be sent to Spencer 
Trask and Henry Winsor. 

The committee which was appointed at the 
meeting of New-York stockholders on March 20 
will issue a circular to-day giving the result of 
an investigation into the existing controversy 
between the Colorado Coal and Iron Company 
and the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad Com- 


pany. This committee is composed of men 
triendly to President Palmer, of the Coal and 
Iron Company. The circular states that the latter 
company aided with its money, credit, and infiu- 
ence in the construction of the Denver and Rio 
Grande Railroad, and that the railroad _com- 
pany in like manner gave to the Coal and Iron 

JXompany its fostering aid and protection. 
Mutuaily advantageous contracts were entered 
into by the two companies, and the committee 
aps: “That such contracts were eminently 
fair and just to both seems to usto admit of no 
argument, and that they should be maintained 
and carried out in the spirit in which they were 
originally entered upon seems to us to be desir- 
able.” 

The committee maintains that the Coal and 
Tron Company has shown no disposition to vio- 
jate any of its contracts with the railroad com- 
pany, but that “a disposition has been manifest- 
ed by the present management of the railroad 


company to cavil at their provisions and to con- | 


strue them in an illiberal and unfair man- 
ner.” The committee advises that the best 
interests of the Coal and Iron Company 
will be served by placing its affairs in the 
control of an independent Board of Directors, 
“absolutely free from any railroad influence.”

VANDERBILT AND THE ST. PAUL. 
CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW AND W. K. VANDER- 
BILT MAKE A STATEMENT. 

The letter of William K. Vanderbilt and 
Chauncey M. Depew to David Dows, Roswell P. 
Flower, and H. H. Porter in regard to the alleged 
wrongful issue and appropriation of preferred 
stock of the Chicago, St. Paul and Minneapolis 
Railway was declared in the reply signed by the 
last named gentleman to be intended asa weapon 
for use by William H. Vanderbilt in placing two 


persons chosen by him in the Board of Directors 
of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railroad. 
In answer to Mr. Porter’s letter Messrs. Vander- 
bilt and Depew yesterday made the following 
statement: 

The letter to Messrs. Dows, Flower, and Porter was 
purely a business matter, relating to the affairs of the 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Ratlway 
Company. Harvey Kennedy brought suit in the Su- 
preme Court against thee parties for’a share as a part- 
ner in certain stocks and the proceeds of the sale of 
certain stocks of the Chicago, St. Pani and Minneapolis 
Railway Company. The case was tried inthis city be- 
fore Judge Van Vorst. As the North-western Com- 
pany is a large owner of Omaha stock, Austen G. Fox 
was retained to care for anyinterest it might have in the 
action. From the testimony of Messrs. Porter, Dows, 
and Flower and the —— of Judge Van Voorst, Mr. 
Fox advised the Omaha company that it had a good 
cause of action against these gentlemen as Directors 
for the unauthorized issue and distribution of 6,980 
shares of the preferred stock of the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Minneapolis Railway Company. Thereupon the 
Executive Committee of the Omaha Directory appoint- 
ed William K. Vanderbilt and Chauncey M. Depew a 
committee to examine into the rights of the company 
and take such action as might be necessary to protect 
its interests. After careful examination they came to 
the same conclusion as had Mr. Fox. They then sub- 
mitted the whole matter to ex-Judge Geerga F. Com- 
stock, who rendered the following opinion: 

“TI bave examined professionally into the facts con- 
nected with the issue of 6,980 sbares of the preferred 
stock of the Chicago, St. Paul and Minneapolis Railway 
Company, in the year 1868, by H. H. Porter, the Presi- 
dent, and some of his associate Directors, to themselves 
and others, Tne entire transaction appears to have 
been the subject of recent investigation in a suit in the 
Supreme Court of New-York. Messrs. Porter and the 
other Directors referred to were examined in that suit, 
and the facts were found and passed upon md the 
Judge who tried the case. From allthe data furnished, 
I conciude that the 6,980 shares of stock, equal to 
$698,000, per value, were issued without any considera- 
tion paid to the rallway eomnpany.a0e were appropriated, 
the greater portion by Mr. Porter, some other portions 
by his associate Directors referred to, and some smaller 
portions to other persons. As the Directors were in 
the relation of Trustees for the management and pro- 
tection of the corporate estate, and as such were bound 
to protect it aga'nst the issuance of any obligation or 
stock which might bring a charge upon it, unless the 
issues were made under due authority and for due 
consideration, they were opteny bound to abstain 
themselves from dealings in their own favor which 
they could not permit in favor of any one else. They 
are therefore liable to account with their company in 
respect to the 6,980 shares of preferred stock so issued 
and appropriated. GEORGE F. COMSTOCK.” 

Messrs. Vanderbilt and Depew, not wishing to do any 
injustice to these gentlemen in so grave a matter, sent 
them the letter furnished all the morning papers by 
Mr. Porter, in the hope that by satisfactory explana- 
tions litigation might be avoided. Their only duty and 
purpose was to protect the interests of the company for 
which they were acting. Mr. Porter answers them first 
through the newspapers, his letter réaching the per- 
sonsto whom it was addressed after its publication. 
His reply brings in matters relating to William H. Van- 
derbilt, the Rock Island election, and other irrelevant 
sub one, See furnishes no reply to the serious inquir 
under what authority, and for what consideration, 6.

CuroaGo, March 27.—The letter of W. K. 
Vanderbilt and Chauncey M. Depew to Messrs. 
Porter, Dows, and Flower, alleging a fraud- 
ulent issue of Chicago, St. aul, Minne- 
apolis and Omaha stock while Mr. Por- 
ter was President of that road, and the 
sharp reply of Mr. Porter, were the 
subject of much comment in Chicago to-day. A 
gentleman well posted in St. Paul and Omaha 
matters, says: ‘* Mr. Porter made up a syndicate 
in New-York, consisting of Dows, Flower, 
Tracy, and several others, by which 
they raised $100,000 to buy stock of 
the West Wisconsin Railway Company when 
it was onthe verge.of bankruptcy. With that 
money Porter bought between 36,000 and 40.000 
shares of common stock. After he bought the 
stock the parties he represented appointed 
Flower and Dowsa committee, which made an 
agreement with the North-western by which 
one-half of the stock was set apart for that 
company, to be held by Flower and Dows as 
Trustees until the company had paid them $100,- 
000, with interest. Several months after the con- 
tract was made the money was all paid by 
the North-western Company. Mr. Porter 
then had both the money received from the 
N@rth-western, and the stock remaining unsold, 
which was distributed among the parties who 
made up the pool of $100,000 in the proportion 
they contributed to it.

RESIGNATIONS FROM THE RAPID 
TRANSIT BOARD. 

MESSRS. SMITH AND BYRD CONCLUDE THAT 
THEY ARE OF NO USE, AND STEP OUT, 
WITH A PROTEST. 

The differences of opinion that have 
characterized the meetings of the Rapid Tran- 
sit Commissioners for several weeks culmi- 
nated yesterday in the resignation of Daniel 
Drake Smith and George H. Byrd as mem- 
bers of the board. Mr. Smith has been 
President since the organization of the 
commission last December. He and Mr. 
Byrd have not concurred in much of the work 
aone by the board, but, being in an unalterable 
minority, they could do little less than object. 
Of the 29 routes located by the commission, 14 
were passed over the earnest protest 
of Mr. Smith and Mr. Byrd. The ques- 
tion of retirement had been discussed for about 
a month, principally for the reason that neither 
Mr. Smith as President nor Mr. Byrd as conserva- 
tive member could see that they were of much 
usein the commission. The resignations were 
sent to Mayor Edson at 1o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, soon after the news of the defeat of the 
hill for an extension of time had been received 
in the city. 

Mr. Smith said last evening that he and Mr. 
Byrd had not been satisfied with what the board 
had done for some time. ‘“ We felt dissatisfied,” 


said ho, “ that a majority of the Commissioners 
located so many routes that were clearly 
prohibited by law. It is generally under- 
stood now, | believe, that the rapid transit 
movement was set on foot by the National 
Cable Railway Company, and that the commis- 
sion was so constituted that a majority repre- 
sented the ideas and wishes of that company. 
The cable system has considerable merit, and no 
doubt would oo satisfactorily in this city if 
it could be tried on some streets or avenues suit- 
able for its operation. A majority of the commis- 
sion was appurentiy desirous of locating as many 
routes as possible. If the three members who con- 
stituted a majority had confined themselves to 
routes not prohibited by law, things would have 
gone on smoothly and satisfactorily. But when 
they located routes that they had no power to 
locate Mr. Byrd and I became dissatisfied. There 
were other matters, also, in reference to which 
the minority thought the interests of the city 
were not properly protected. We_ believed 
that the new corporation, which will 
control more than 70 miles of streets, 
ought to pay 5 per cent. of its gross receipts to 
the city. But as we were powerless, helpless, and 
useless in efforts to accomplish what we thought 
desirable to the city, and as the time for forming 
the corporation was approaching, we thought 
that we did not wish to take part in the forma- 
tion of the company, and so withdrew.” 

“At the time of yourappointment hud you 
any information tending to show that the rapid 
transit project was backed by Standard Oil Com- 
pany capital?” was asked. 

“TJ had not,” said Mr. Smith. ‘ I inferred, how- 
ever, from some of the names on the original pe- 
tition to the Mayor that the money to carry the 
project through would come from the National 
Cable Railway people or their friends.” 

Mr. Byrd, for the most part, concurs in the 
views of Mr. Smith. Neither gentleman believes 
that there is any reason for the appointment of 
new Commissioners to fill the vacancies. ‘* What's 
the use?” said Mr. Smith, smiling in a sarcastic 
way. ‘The old Commissioners had no power in 
the board, nor were cf any use tothe public, and 
new Commissioners would be no better.” 

A report dealing with the legality and useful- 
ness of the routes located and commenting upon 
the cable traction system was sent to Mayor Ed- 
con by Mr. Smith and Mr. Byrd, with their resig- 
nations. ‘‘For narrow streets,” the report in 
touching upon cable traction says, ‘*the cable 
system is not suitable. Its introduction ought not 
tobeallowed. The plan of construction adoptea 
in Chicago requires that for a doubie-track rail- 
way two trenches, each about 4 feet deep and 4 
feet wide, must be excavated, in which are placed 
iron conduits or tubes about 3% feet vertical 
diamteter and 2% feet horizontal diameter, 
through which the cable runs, the space 
under and at the sides of the tubes 
being filled in with concrete. The roadways 
of some streets in the lower part of the city on 
which routes have located are not more than 20 
feet wide. Under their surfaces are sewers, 
water mains, gas pipes. electric lighting pipes, 
and steam heating pipes, all needing constant 
repairs. These repairs would be seriously in- 
terfered with if concrete tubes 8 feet wide and 4 
feet deep are placed under the surface. 

The work of the three remaining Commission- 
ers was much accelerated yesterday by the news 
from Albany. It was at once decided that the 
new corporation, which is to try to con- 
trol the franchises recently created, must 
be organized without dejay. The ar- 
gument was that, should the work 
of the commission be completed before the 
impending General Surface Railway bill becomes 
a law, the routes already located will stand with- 
out molestation. The three remaining Commis- 
sioners considered the articles of incorporation 
and madesuch rapid progress that a completion 
of the work is looked for to-day or to-morrow. 

In the language of one of the workers in the 
late scheme of the Standard Oil Company peo- 
ple, the “ hull thing is busted.” Charles P. Shaw 
and William P. Shinn, it is understood, have re- 
tired from the conflict sullenly, and with a great 
unwillingness to accept defeat. They will make 
one more effort to build their cable railway 
dowh Brvadway. To this end they instructed 
J. B. Shaw, a co-worker in the Standard scheme 
and a brother of Charles P. Shaw, to open nego- 
tiations for the purchase of a horse-car railway 
that will enable them to extend tracks down 
Broadway in case the General Surface Railway 
bill becomes a law. Mr. Shaw began the negotia- 
tions yesterday afternoon, but refused to tell the 
name of the company with which he had a con- 
ference.

AN EXPRESS CAR THIEF ARRESTED. 

Boston, March 27.—On the night of Sept. 
27, 1883, an express car of the Missouri Pacific 
Express Company, attached to a train on the 
Wabash, St. Louis and Pacific Railroad, was 
robbed near Roann, Ind. The express messenger, 


Bert C. Loomis, was found secured in his car, 
the safe open and ritled of its contents. Loomis 
told a story of masked men entering his car just 
before the train reached Roann. He claimed 
that the men overpowered him, took the keys of 
the safe from his pocket and _ robbed 
it of $1,770, and as soon as_ the 
train reached a small station six miles from 
Roann left the car and escaped. About the last 
of February Loomis was arrested at Indian- 
apolis, and confessed that the robbery was 
a systematically Jlanned_ affair, concoct- 
ed y himeelt, ennis Downer, of De- 
troit, and Theodore <A. Perry. Downer 
was captured several days after Loomis’s arrest 
and confessed to his share in the robbery. Perry 
was traced to this city,and was arrested this 
afternoon by local officers. He is about 
24 years of age, and is known here as 
a street “fakir.” He has not confessed. 
It is stated that he has served two years at 
Columbus, Ind., for robbery. Perry is unmar- 
ried and is known to the police as ‘** Little Al.” 
There is an indictment pending against him in 
Wabash County, Ind., where he will be taken as 
soon as requisition papers are received from the 
Governor of Indiana.

DAMAGE BY FLOODS. 
_ oo 
THE RIVER FALLING AT NEW-ORLEANS— 
RELIEVING THE SUFFERERS. 
New-OrztEANs, March 27.—A warm day 
has been most favorable to us, and the water has 
falien two inches at this city front and has re- 
mained stationary at most points above, rnot- 
withstanding the immense volume of water 
escaping through the twenty odd crevasses 
now open. It has rained heavily at Ba- 
ton Rouge and other points above, and 


this is bad for the levees at_ this 
time. The Australian Levee, in West Baton 
Rouge, broke this morning, but fortunately a 
hundred laborers could be thrown there at once, 
and the: crevasse was — d, although it fora 
time assumed considerable proportions. RKe- 
ports received on Thursday morning in regard to 
the Guidry crevasse say that the break is 100 feet 
wide and 15 feet deep. Poles are being driven 
from the new to the old levee, and the 
work is almost completed. Levee Inspector 
Uncas Lewis reports that the Delacroix Levee, 10 
miles below Algiers, gave way about 10 o’clock 
on Tuesday morning. The break was 20 feet 
wide, but was promptly worked on with mate- 
rials from the Orleans crevasse and closed at 
midnight. A two-foot gap, rapidly ‘widening, 
was covered on the Poydras plantation, below 
this city, this morning in time to be promptly 
closed. The break started from a crawtis 

hole. This isthe first break on this side of the 
river this season. 

The Government steam-boat patrol employed 
by the Mississippi River Commission in making 
surveys, measuring currents, reporting sound- 
ings, &c., came down the river to-day. unning 
too near the west bank at the Davis crevasse, she 
was caught by the rapid current and swept in 
through the gap over the railroad tracks, and 
now lies 600 yards inland, in the centre of a 
cane field. Itis doubtful if she can be pulled 
out again into the river for some time to come, 
but there will be sufficient water to float her 
where she is fortwo monthsto come. The Sec- 
retary of War to-day sent dispatches to Isaac 
Scherck, Louis Bush, M. Gillis, and James Lewis, 
colored, of this city, and Francis 8. Shields, of 
Vidalia, asking them to act as a relief committee 
to advise and assist Capt. Whitehead, Assistant 
Commissary of Subsistence, United States Army, 
in the work of furnishing food to those made 
destitute by the Mississippi floods. The gentie- 
men have all agreed to serve. 


ContToocook, N. H., March 27.—The river 
has been rising all day and is still rising as fast as 
ever. The stock and machinery have been taken 
from the hub factory. Numerous buildings are 
partially submerged. The water bas reached the 
timbers of the railroad bridge and endangers its 
safety. Farm-houses down the river are in dan- 
ger of being surrounded. Special danger is 
feared fromthe moving ice. The highway is sub- 
merged at West Hopkinton and a sight railroad 
washout has occurred at Deering. 


Batu, Me., March 27.—The ice went out 
of the Kennebec River tast night, tearing up 
about 15 rods of the railroad track in front of 
the station here, and piling the ice upon the 
roadway. A wrecking train brought a large 
Torce of men,:who cleared a side track so that 
trains can pass. About 70,000 feet of lumber were 
washed away from the station yard. The flume 
of Conant’s pulp mill was completely destroyed, 
and he loses about 25,000 feet of spruce lumber. 
His loss is estimated at $30,000. 


PETERBORO, Ontario, March 27.—The re- 
cent heavy rains here have caused Hamilton’s 
Creek to overiiow, doing considerable damage to 
cellars along the bank. The Royal Oak Hotel, 
a new three-story building, owned by R. T. 
Rogers, was undermined, and this morning fell 
with a crash into the stream. The inmates, 
warned by huge cracks in the wall, escaped a 
few minutes betore the building fell. 


LitTLeETON, N. H., March 27.—T'wo dams 
and two bridges at Franconia were carried away 
to-day by the ice breaking up, and another bridge 
was seriously damaged. 


A CYCLONE IN THE SOUTH. 
idee 
SEVERAL PERSONS KILLED AND MUCH 
PROPERTY DAMAGED, 
CHARLESTON, March 27.—Another de- 
structive cyclone passed over the northern sec- 
tion of this State yesterday morning, killing 
several persons, wounding many, and uwun- 
roofing a large number of barns and 
houses. The damage was confined principally 
to Greenville and Anderson Counties, On one 
plantation the wife and son of John J. Bailey 
were killed. Everything onthe place was swept 


away. Eight out of nine hevses were leveled to 
the ground and all the trees were torn up by the 
roots. Quite a number of cattle were killed in 
the track of the cyclone. The cyclone seems to 
have crossed from Georgia into the State, and, 
traversing the north-western counties, passed 
into North Carolina. 

Macon, Ga., March 27.—The cyclone 
which has just passed over North-east Georgia 
has been more destructive than was at 
first supposed. Three miles to the north-east 
of Dallas it tore up Newhope Church 
and completely destroyed the property of Myr. 
Lawrence, Mr. C. . Cooper, and others 
until it reached Woodstock. Mr. and 
Mrs. Langford, who were at _ dinner, 
were severely wounded by flying pieces 
of timber, which came in at the door. The 
roungest daughter of Mr. Cooper was 
ilied outright, and Miss Ellas was so 
wounded that her recovery is impos- 
sible. Continuing north-east the cyclone 
struck the upper edge of Milton County, wiping 
away Freemansvilie. The house of Garrison 
Cross in falling caught Mrs. Cross under a heavy 
beam, crushing her to death. Mr. Cross crept 
out from under the débris, pmo y A wounded. 
This couple was 85 years old and had lived in this 
house 50 years. Mr. Christian, a venerable citi- 
zen of Cherokee, was sitting by the fire 
place, when bricks of the fire-place were blown 
inward, one of them sinking into his skull and 
scattering his brains all over the floor. Ca- 
reening into Forsyth County the storm tore up 
the house of William Pucket, in which the family 
were housed, and, carrying it 500 yards, dashed it 
against the bell, breaking it into splinters. 
Mrs. Pucket was crus into an unrecog- 
nizable mass, while the rest of the family 
were so bruised that several will die. Passing 
through Suwanee Valley into Dawson County, 
trightful damage is reported. The cyclone cut 
likea knife through narrow mountain defiles, 
sparing neither life nor property. Ten lives were 
lost in Dawson County. Thence the storm passed 
down to Gainesville. 


DENVER, Col., March 27.—The most disas- 
trous wind-storm known in many years struck 
this city this morning at 10 o’clock, and at this 
hour (9 P. M.) continues with unabated fury. 
Many of the finest buildings in the city in 
cluding the City Hall and the Moffatt & Hass- 
ler and Symes & Clifford blocks, were 
unroofed. Signs and awnings were torn 
down and _ scattered everywhere. For sev- 
eral consecutive hours the wind maintained a 
velocity of 60 miles an hour. Several persons 
were injured, but none fatally. Telegraphic 
communication with outside towns has been in- 
terrupted. It is impossible to estimate the loss at 
present. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 27.—A high 
wind early this evening unroofed two brick 
houses at Tenth and Campbell streets, slightly 
damaged another small dwelling, and tore up the 
sidewalks for a distance of about two squares. 
This is the quarter of the city that was visited 
by a cyclone last year.

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TWO CHILDREN FATALLY HURT. 
RUN OVER IN UNIVERSITY-PLACE BY A 
STREET CAR. 

Two bright little children, May Florence 
Ames, 4 years old, and Mary Flynn, 8 years 
old, both living in Union-court, an alley 
running out of University-place, near Twelfth- 
street, stood on the west side of Uni- 
versity-place about 6 o’clock last evening. 
It was still bright daylight. As _ they 
started to cross the street, car No. 12 of the 
Broadway line came along on the down track, 
driven by Patrick Ryan, of No. 1,128 Second- 
avenue. As the children, holding each other by 
the hand, were stepping off the sidewalk a lad 
chased them and they ran into the street. A com- 
panion of the little ones saw the car coming and 
called to them to stop. 

The children paid no heed, but ranin front of 
the team. They passed the nigh horse safely, 
but the off horse struck them and knocked them 
down. The car was going rapidly, and before 
the driver could bring the car to a halt the front 
wheel had passed over both the children. 
Mary Flynn’s right arm was crusbed at 
the shoulder, and May Ames’s right lIeg 
was crushed from the knee down. The 
injured‘children were attended in a neighboring 
drug store, and then taken to St. Vincent's Hos- 
pital. It was found that amputation was neces- 
sary in the case of both children, and House 
Surgeon Herald said last night that he did not 
believe that either of them would survive the 
operation. Ryan, the driver of the car, who 
was arrested, said that he did not see the chil- 
dren until they ran against his team, and then 
he was powerless to prevent the accident. 

It was asserted thathe car was being driven 
very rapidly, and residents of the neighborhood 
complain that University-place, from Righth to 
Fourteenth street, is made a racing ground for 
the cars of the Broadway line. When they are 
blocked either above or below, the drivers make 
up lost time by driving at great speed through 
University-place.

Mayor Low took for his subject, ** Public Edu- 
cation in Brooklyn.” The Mayor said he had 
taken the vrecaution of writing his speech lest he 


should drift into an appeal for the passage of a 
Brooklyn Water bill. Compared with Boston, 
Brooklyn was, Mr. Low said, 36 schools short of 
the number with which it should be provided. 
He commended the efforts of the teachers to 
increase the number of graduations each year, 
so that room might be made for the large addi- 
tions, far outrunning the normal capacity of the 
schools, that were being constantly made to the 
lower classes. 

The evil connected with the schools, the Mayor 
said, which called most loudly for redress was 
the overcrowding in the primary departments. 
This evil could not be overestimated, and the 
Mayor urged the teachers to be ceaseless in their 
efforts to pring about a remedy through the 
action of the board of Education. It was an 
evil that required heroic treatment, and the 
speaker had even gi ven some thought to the ad-

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GRADUATES OF PHILLIPS EXETER. 
LISTENING TO PLEASANT SPEECHES AND 
FORMING AN ALUMNI ASSOCIATION. 

Fifty graduates of Phillips Exeter Acad- 
emy ate dinner last evening at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick, under the watchful eye of Artemas H. 
Holmes, and listened arterward to speeches upon 
the needs and plans of theacademy. George 8. 
Hale, of Boston, spoke for the Trustees of the 
academy. New buildings, he said, were re- 
quired. The academy wanted a gymnasiuro 
and quarters for practical, physical, and 
mechanical work. Prof. B. LL.  Cilley 
spoke for the Faculty of the academy 
on the present condition of the institution. 


Three hundred and fifty students, representing 
30 States and Territories, received instruction 
within its walls during the past year. Pleasant 
specches were also made by the Rev. Robert 
Sollyer, the Rev. George D. Wildes, of River- 
dale; Prof. A. C. Perkins, of Adelphi Academy, 
Brooklyn, who was formerly head master at 
Phillips Exeter, and M. W. Hasseltine. Most of 
the speakers commended the study of Latin and 
Greek, but urged the cultivation of the sciences. 
“We are not trying to settle the question of 
whether or not Latin and Greek are to be 
studied,” said Prof. Cilley. “Latin and Greek 
are here. Physics are to come.” 

At the annual gathering of the graduates last 
Spring a committee, consisting of Edward B. 
Merrill, Gharies McVeagh, T. F. Wentworth, Dr. 
J. E. Janorin, and ;Fordyce D. Barker, was ap- 
pointed to consider a plan of organizing an 
Alumni association. The committee was present 
last evening and presented, through its Chairman, 
Mr. Merrill, a report recommending the forma- 
tion of a general Alumni agsociation, with which 
every Alumnus, wherever he may live, shall 
affiliate. ‘The association,” said Mr. Mer- 
rill, ““would be perambulatory. One year 
we would meet here, another year in 
Philadelphia, and the next year some- 
where else.”” The recommendations of the com- 
mittee were adopted and the following officers 
elected: President—Charles E, Soule, of New- 
York; Vice-Presidents—F. O. French, C. M. Kid- 
der, and Ogden Mills, New-York; William E.

MARRIED ON HER DEATH-BED. 
THREE ARRESTS AND A WEDDING GROW OUt 
OF A MALPRACTICE CASE. 

Dr. Walter Rae, of Jersey City, yesten 
day notified Chief of Police Murphy that he was 
attending a young woman, Hannah Collins, who 
was at the point of death at the Philadelphia 
Hotel from malpractice. The Chief went to the 
hotel, and the young woman told him the fol- 
lowing story: Sho said that she had been on in- 
timate terms with James Kelly, a bar-tender em- 
ployed in Roach’s saloon, at Henderson-street and 
Newark-avenue. A year ago, when on the point 
of becoming a mother, she went to the house of 
Mrs. Mary S, Starke, an aged German midwife, 


at No. 207 Clark-street, this city. She left her babe 
with Mrs. Starke, who turned it over, after she 
had gone, to Sister Ida, of the Foundling Hos- 
pital. When she found herself in a delicate con- 
dition again she was advised by Kelly to have an 
operation performed, and on the ith inst. she 
went to Mrs. Starke’s house again. The midwife 
performed the operation. The woman was weak 
after it, but feeling stronger after a few hours 
she decided to return to Jersey City, and was 
taken to the Philadelphia Hotel. She was obliged 
by her weakened condition to take to her bed at 
once on reaching the hotel. Kelly, who visited 
her, said she had a cold. No physician was sum- 
moned till last Saturday, when Kelly requested 
his physician, Dr. Rae, to attend her. When the 
= - learned the whole story he went to the 
Jhief. 

After learning the story Chief Murphy and 
Capt. Farrier came to this city, and complaint 
was made before Justice Gorman against Mrs. 
Starke and Hannah, a colored woman in the 
house, who assisted her. The policemen pro- 
ceeded at Once with the warrants to the house, in 
Clark-street. It is an old-rashioned two-story 
and basement dwelling. A swinging sign with 
Mrs. Starke’s name upon it bangs outside the 
door. In one room a 15-year-old girl was nursing 
achild. Ona bed in another lay a puny infant 
that was evidently dying of neglect. Mrs. Starke 
said, when questioned, that its mother had gone 
out for alittle time. The midwife and the col- 
ored woman strenuously denied their guilt when 
they were taken into custody. They were taken 
over to Jersey City and into the presence of their 
victim. She was scarcely able to speak, but she 
identified them. Then they were brought back 
to this city and locked up. 

Capt. Farrier arrested Kelly, and he admitted 
his relations with the Collins woman, and was 
locked up. Last evening he told the Chief that 
he wished to marry the young woman, and an 
officer was sent with him to the hotel. There 
Father McQuade performed the ceremony. 

Miss Collins lived with her parents at No. 188 
Morgan-street, and was employed in the Loril- 
lard tobacco factory. The physicians said last 
evening that she could not survive the night.

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OARSMEN AT HARVARD 


THE CREWS FOR THE COMING 
YEAR IN ACTIVE PRACTICE. 
TSE WANT OF A GOOD CLUB-HOUSE— 
NAMES, WEIGHT, HEIGHT, AND AGE OF 
THE CANDIDATES FOR THE NEXT CREW. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., March 27.—The row- 
ing season at Harvard has begun again, and 
the crews of 1884 can be seen daily in active 
practice on the Charles River. Owing to the 
damage which the University boat-house sus- 
tained at the time of the accident last Fall, 
which damage the college authorities are tardily 
repairing, all the crews—the ’Varsity and the 
four class crews—are compelled to launch their 
gigs from the club-house, in front of which 
the large float which belongs to the University 
house has been moored so as to extend into the 


river at right angles to its usual position. The 
club-house offers but scant room forso many 
eights, and the labor of getting the boats down 
to the float and back, without the convenience 
of a gangway, is not light. The college author- 
ities have always been loth to make repairs at 
the boat-house and their attitude well-nigh occa- 
sioned fatal results last Fall, but it was thought 
that the accident would incite them to remedy 
the defects of the structure with promosness. 
This, however, they did not do, for although the 
accident happened early in October, the Fall was 
allowed to pass without any action toward mak- 
ing repairs, and it was not until last week thata 
pile-driver made its appearance and began to 
drive new spiles in place of those which, too late, 
were found to be unsound. As an indirect result 
of this delay a painful injury was sustained last 
week by a member of the Freshman crew, 
Henry Wilder Keyes, of Boston. The lad- 
der by which the crews descend to 
the fioat, in the absence of a gangway, 
slipped, when he had but just stepped upon its 
top round,and carried him down with it. The 
lower partof his spine struck heavily on the 
sharp edge of one of the side pieces of the ladder 
when it came to the float, and he was hurt so 
severely that it became necessary to lift him and 
take him toa carriage, in which he was conveyed 
to his home. President Eliot upon hearing of the 
accident sent word to Capt. Perkins, of the Uni- 
versity Boat Club, that a stretcher ought to be 
kept in the boat-house to be used in such cases. 
To which Mr. Perkins replied that he believed 
that such a provision would be highly prudent; 
for, unless the boat-house were to be kept in 
proper repair, it was only a question of who 
would be the next man hurt. 

It does seem a great pity that Harvard has not 
a better boat-house. The present is a time for 
some millionaire graduate—and there are several 
who were conspicuous oarsmen when in college— 
to match Mr. Augustus Hemenway’s magnificent 
gift of a gymnasium, and build a boat-house that 
wouid fittingly supplement the gymnasium and 
be worthy of Harvard’s aquatic prowess. But 
whatever accommodations that Harvard oars- 
men possess in preparing themselves for their 
contests there was never more enthusiasm 
among the students than has been shown 
during the present academic year. The ’Varsity 
began work in October under the direction 
of Mr. Robert Patterson Perkins, of New-York, 
who was elected Captain, in place of Mr. Clarke, 
at the beginning of the year, and during the Fall 
rowed twice weekly, besides taking long walks, 
until the weather became too cold for out of 
door work. Upon the reassembling of the stu- 
dents after the Christmas holidays daily practice 
in the gymnasium was begun and kept up until 
about two weeks ago, when the gymnasium was 
forsaken for the boat-house. During the Winter 
the daily work in the gymnasium included a pull 
on the hydraulic rowing-machines, exercise on 

ulley weights and other apparatus, and a run of 
‘rom one to two miles. The number of strokes 
pulled was not so great as in years past, but pains 
were taken to execute the work well, and there 
was but little shirking either with respect to the 
form in which the strokes were pulied or the 
power expended upon them. 

In the Fall, but four old ’Varsity men—Per- 
kins, 84; Mumford, 84; Storrow, °85, and Bor- 
land, ee seatsin the boat. The other 
places were filled by Cabot and Hamlin of last 
year’s Freshmen crew; Keith, 8, and Yocum, 

. During the Winter Hudgens, of the ‘$1 and 
82 "Varsity crews, resumed practice in the gym- 
pasium, and since the crew went uponthe water 
Sawyer, ’83, now a member of the Law School, has 
been seated at No.4. Itis expected that Clarke, 
84, will return to the boat about May 1, and if 
he does Harvard will haveseven veterans in her 
eight for °84, including six of the’83 crew. Be- 
sides those mentioned above, Bryant, ‘84, is con- 
sidered a promising candidate, and Lathrop, Law 
School, a new man, has also been tried. 

The class crews have been scarcely less ener- 
getic than has the 'Varsity. In fact, the Fresh- 
men began daily workin the gymnasium early 
in October with upward of 20 candidates, which 
number was bardly reduced when a crew was se- 
lected to go upon the water a fortnight ago. The 
Juniors and Sophomores began work in Decem- 
ber and the Seniors in January. None of the 
crews has had a lack of candidates, and the com- 
petition for places in the respective boats has 

xcen keen. Never before, it may safely be said, 
was the interest in rowing greater. The ’Varsity 
and Freshman crews will go to training- 
tables about April 1, and the other crews wiil 
soon thereafter follow their example. The 
steam-launch was putin good repair during the 
Winter. By May 1 this convenient aid to good 
rowing will glide alongside of the ’Varsity and 
Freshman crews, whom it will doubtless accom- 
pany to New-London. The subsidence of the 
athletic regulations has left the "Varsity free to 
row with Yale in accordance with the “five 

ears’ agreement” of last year, and therefore a 
brief sketch of the individuals from whom the 
Harvard crew will be selected cannot be without 
interest, and is given below. 

Capt. Perkins has been developed by four years 
of rowing, and, with his 190 pounds of bone and 
sinew, may be considered an exceptional oars- 
man. Itisrarely thata man of his weight pos- 
sesses commensurate power, as well as the dash, 
combined with the smooth, easy, and regular 
movement of oor and limbs indispensable to a 
good stroke, but that he does possess these quali- 
ties, and in a high degree, the graceful and effect- 
ive rowing of the °83 Harvard ’Varsity, which he 
stroked for less than a month previous to their 
races, sufficiently attests. Mr. Perkins was stroke 
and Captain of his class crew in Freshman year 
in its class and Columbia races, was No. 5in the 
*Varsity of °S2,in the race with Yale, and last 

ear avas stroke of the crew in its races with Co- 

umbia and Yale. 

Edmund Arthur Stanley Clarke, of New-York, 
rowed immediately behind Perkins in their races 
of Freshman year, and in ’82 was No. 3 in the 
Varsity boat. Last year he pulled at No.5. Mr. 
Clarke is in weight but little less than his class- 
mate, Perkins, and has made steady improve- 
ment during his college boating career. He pulls 
with a good degree of skill, and has great 
strength. 

Seymour Isaac Hudgens was No. 6in both the 
*81 and ’82°’Varsity. He is perhaps somewhat 
heavier than Perkins, and is larger framed and 
taller than either he or Clarke. Hudgens is cred- 
ited with being the strongest man in the boat, 
and ae not a handy man at rowing, may 
be expected to do better work this year than 
ever before. 

William Woolsey Mumford, of Rochester, N. 
Y., was No.5 of his Freshman crew, and went to 
New-London in 1882 as a substitute with the 
Varsity. The regular bow oarsman was taken 
suddenly ill, and Mumford was selected to row in 
the Yale race, which he did after but three days’ 
notice. The endurance which he showed at the 
time was, under the circumstances, most extraor- 
dinary, and last year he was given a permanent 
seat in the boat, doing well his part in the Co- 
lumbia and Yale races. Mr. Mumford possesses 
great strength, and, although not a handsome 
oarsman, has no faults that essentially impair 
his efficiency as bow oarsman. 

Fred Leland Sawyer, of Cumberland, Me., is 
one instance—rare at Harvard—of more than 
four years’ rowing by one man. Mr. Sawyer was 
a member of the famous Freshman crew of the 
class of °83, which won both the class and Co- 
jumbia races in 1880; was No. 2 on the 'Varsity in 
*81 in the races with Columbia and Yale, occu- 
pied the same position in °82, and last year was 
No.6in the eight. He wasa man of good endu- 
ranee, and in his numerous races has justified the 
reliance placed upon him to row hard and well. 

James Jackson Storrow, of Boston, was No.7 
in his class boat in his Freshman year and last 
year rowed in the same placein the class race. 

e was taken into the ’Varsity boat about three 
weeks before the New-London races and ac- 
guitted himself with credit, rowing at No.3 in 
both races. 

William Gibson Borland, of New-London, 
Conn., was Captain of his class crew in their 
class race last year, pulling at No. 6. He was 
taken upon the Varsity with Storrow, and, al- 
though a Freshman in the university boat, con- 
tributed to the excellenve of the crew. His po- 
sition was at No. 2. : 

Edward Everett Hamlin, of Roxbury, pulled 
No. 7in the Freshmen crew last year, and was a 
member of the crew in all four races in which it 
was engaged. 

Thomas Handasyke Cabot, of Brookline, pulled 
at No. 4 in last year’s Freshmen crew. 

Arthur Keith, of Quincy, was stroke of his 
class crew in his Freshman year and occupied 
the same position last year. With C. P. Curtis, 
*83, now of the Law School, and 8. L. Foster, *85 
Keith is pronounced by Dr. Sargent, Director of 
the gymnasium, to be one of the best developed 
men, physically, in the gymnasium. 

Edward Potter Lathrop, of Rockford, IIL, 
worked for several weeks with the crews in the 
gymnasium during the Winter, but has had no 
previous rowing experience, although he has 
proved to be very apt in learning the art. 

William Sohier Bryant, of Boston, pulled bow 
oar in the Freshman crew, of which Capt. Perkins 

was stroke, He has since been stroke and Captain 
of his class crew, and is a finished oarsman. 
he coxswain this year will doubtless be 
Charles Bridge Davis, of Lexington, who is also a 
Senior, and has steered his class crew in all its 
races. Mr. Davis wiil therefore bring the results 
of a considerable experience to the boat, and can 
be expected to be a worthy successor of Cox- 
swain Sanger. The following table shows the 
weight, height, and age of each of the candidates:

rowed. The Harvard ‘Varsity will have a new 
paper shell from Waters, of Troy, N. Y., who will 
also build the Yale boat this year, In fact, tho 
two shells will be substantially the same in con- 
struction, and will vary but a trifle in weight 
and dimensions.

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BANK ROBBERS TRAPPED. 


ONE OF THE THIEVES KILLED AND ONE CAP- 
TURED. 

Wicnita FAtts, Texas, March 27.—A dar- 
ing attempt to rob J. G. James's bank was made 
yesterday afternoon by Charles E. Bagley, Wiley 
Hayes, Frank Parmenter, and John Kinkaid, a 
Texas ranger, the last named acting with the 
robbers for the purpose of trapping them. The 
proprietor of the bank had been informed of the 
intendefrobbery and Sergt. Grimes, of the State 
troops, was stationed inthe vault. The robbers 
rode up to the bank and Bagley and Kinkaid 


entered, the former smoking a pipe. Hayes 
and Parmenter held the horses outside. 
Bagley covered the Cashier, Ashby James, 
with a six shooter, and commanded 
him to place all the money in a bag. James 
laughed at the idea, and his hilarity enraged 
Bagley, who, with an oath, presented his pistol 
at the Cashier’s heart. Sergt. Grimes, who saw 
the proceedings from the vault, instantly fired 
the contents of a double-barreled shot-gun into 
Bagley, and Kinkaid followed with his revolver. 
Bagley staggered and fell with a bullet in his 
forehead and a load of buckshot in his breast. A 
book agent named Weare, who happened to be 
inthe bank, rushed out past Parmenter and 
emptied his pistol at him. The Teller of the 
bank, who was stetioned in a store opposite, 
thinking Weare was one of the robbers, 
held him at the muzzle of his Winchester rifle. 
Lieut. Schmidt and another ranger fired at close 
range on Parmenter and Hayes. Neither’ of 
them was hit and Hayes made his escape, but 
Parmenter was captured at his post. He did not 
flinch under the fire of the officers. Bagley lived 
several hours after being shot. A Coroner’s jury 
was impaneled, and a verdict of justifiable homi- 
cide was returned.

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' OYSTERS IN SYNAPUXANT BAY. 


SAILING OVER FIFTY MILES OF CULTIVATED 
BEDS IN MARYLAND. 

Synapuxant Bay, Md., March 24:—This 
bay is the largest of the system of bays lying be- 
tween the ocean and the mainland and between 
the Delaware and the Chesapeake Bay. Winter 
Quarters is under the beach, about eight miles 
from the main, and affords an excellent harbor 
for the small sailing craft mostly in use on this 
bay. It derived its name from the fact that it 
was herejthat the English during the Revolution, 
when driven from the Maryland and Virginia 
peninsula, established themselves for the Winter 
to await the arrival of the transports which were 
to take them hence in the Spring. At that 
time and for 50 years or more after there 


was an inlet from the ocean near here, but where 
the inlet then was is now only a portion of what 
are here called the Levels—a stretch of sand 
beach almost as hard as concrete pavement and 
perfectly level, extending along the shore for 
upward of ten miles,and about one mile wide. 
Nearly every easterly storm sends the waters of 
the ocean over these Levels into the bay. 

During the seasons enough of the ocean water 
finds its way into the bay to make the waters of 
the lower Synapuxant of the very best nature 
for producing oysters of excellent quaiity, both 
for size and fiavor. Thisis why the oysters from 
this bay are generally: better in quality than 
those from any other of the bays of the system 
above described. Last season the oysters which 
were gathered in Parker’s and Johnson’s 
Bays—two small coves situated almost op- 
posite to this place, along the main— 
were the finest that came from this side of the 
peninsula. This season, however, the oysters 
trom those bays, and, in fact, nearly all the oys- 
ters from this shore, have been of very poor quali- 
ity, although there were some good oyeters from 
the beach side of the bay. There has been an un- 
usual fall of rain this Winter, and the water of 
the bays has been fresher than the oysters re- 
quired, but the seas breaking over the beach 
have, in a measure, kept the water of the plant- 
ing-grounds on the beach side of the bay salter 
than on the opposite side, and perhaps this may 
account for the better condition of the oysters 
taken from this side. 

I have sailed to-day for 50 miles over planted 
oysters all the time, excepting for 5 or 6 miles, 
when I passed over the natural beds. Not less 
than 200,000 acres of this and Chincoteague Days 
are “taken up” by oyster-planters, and as we 
seil along we are continually sweeping over 
small pine bushes which mark the boundaries of 
beds. Upon these beds not less than half a mill- 
ion bushels of planters were placed last season, 
and, if the forebodings of some who are largely 
interested in oyster cultivation prove incor- 
rect, and these bays are not over-planted, 
not less than 1,500,000 bushels of choice 
oysters should be gathered for market 
from this bay during next Falland Winter. But 
so general is the belief that these bays are over- 
stocked, together with the unprofitableness of 
the business this Winter, that there will not be 
half the quantity of oysters planted this Spring 
that there was last. The business of oyster-plunt- 
ing is comparatively a new one here. Five years 
ago there were few plants brought from the 
Chesapeake to these bays, and there were no 
grounds staked out on this the largest of the 
bays. Now there are very few acres of the bays 
suitable for the planting and cultivation of 
oysters that have not already been taken up by 
planters or speculators. 

The Legislature of Maryland, during its ses- 
sion this Winter, chartered two corporations, 
which contemplate improvements of an impor- 
tant cheracter. The first, and one of not much 
importance, is the Synapuxant Beach Railroad 
Company. The other—and both corporations 
are controlled by the saine persons, mostly of 
Baltimore—is the Inlet and Oyster Planting 
Company. Prof. Huxley has stated in some of 
his papers that one acre of good bay 
waters would yield more food _ products 
than three acres of land, and the organ- 
izers of these companies are certainly 
impressed with the belief thet these bays are 
valuable for oyster planting and clam cultiva- 
tion. By the conditions of their coarter they 
are compelled to open an inlet from the ocean to 
the bays, at a distance ,of not less than three 
miles from Ocean City. For this the State grants 
them half of Isle of Wight Bay, the most 
northerly bay of thissystem of bays. There is 
no inlet from the ocean north of Chincoteague, 
and Isie of Wight Bay is fully 40 miles north of 
that inlet, and the water of that bay and of more 
than haif of Synapuxant Bay is so fresh that 
oysters cannot grow, and the proposed new inlet 
is expected to salt the bays, and thus convert 
upward of 60,000 acres of bays into oyster and 
clam-planting and cultivating bottoms. Should 
the in let be cut and successiully kept open, the 
oyster and clam production of these bays will 
very nearly be doubled. 

The wild geese resort to the “levels” in great 
numbers during the Winter, and this is a favor- 
ite hunting ground of sportsmen. This month is 
somewhat late in the season to find them here in 
great abundance, vet trom where our yacht lay 
at anchor we could see great numbers of them, 
and a few rifle balls sent among them by one of 
our party caused many hundreds of them to fiy 
away, but after circling around for half an hour 
or more they returned to their feeding grounds 
among the smal] ponds of the levels. 

A stroll of three miles along the ocean shore 
opposite this harbor reveals the wonderfully de- 
structive force of storms along thiscoast. Within 
that three miles we passed the wrecks of six fine 
vessels, all of which have been cast ashore within 
two years. Besides these wrecks the remains of 
many others are to be seen. The Government has 
established life-saving stations all along the 
beach, at short distances apart, and from a point 
only a few miles below four of these stations are 
in sight. Our party gathered up enough Cumber- 
land coal to do our cooking for a week or more, 
and there will be enough of this coal on the 
beach to supply a family with fuel for several 
years to come, as two large schooners laden with 
it were wrecked on the outer bar last year, and 
the ocean is continually washing it up on the 
beach, There is a tradition in this county of the 
burial of a large quantity of money by the cele- 
brated Captain Kidd, but so far no company has 
been incorporated to dig for it, although the lan-

DEATH OF A FORMER BROKER. 

Mr. William E. Frost, a broker, was 
found dead ina room of the Putnam House, on 
Fourth-avenue, on Wednesday afternoon.

CUSTOMS LAW DECISIONS. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—The following is a 
synopsis of the decisions rendered by the Treasury De- 
partment in customs cases during the past week : 

I. A marble baptismal font: Held not to be free of 
duty asja regalia imported’ fora religious society, but 
to be chargeable with duty as a manufacture of marble. 
(Letter to the Collector of Customs at New- York.) 

II. Cotton gloves are dutiable at the rate of 85 per 
cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 322, forall goods 


made on kni machines or frames, composed wholly 
of cotton. and when not manufactured in that manner 
they fall into par ph 324, at the same rate of duty 
as manufactures of cotton not provided for. (Letter to 
the Collector of Customs at Cleveland.) 

Ill. Raw-hide pickers, Someposes of raw-hide and 
iron wire, claimed to be dutiable at the rate of 20 per 
cent. ad valorem, as non-enumerated manufactured 
articles: Held to be dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent. 
ad valorem, under pyserene 216, for articles composed 
wholly or in of iron. (Letter to the Collector of 
Customs at Boston.) 

IV. Essential oil of nutmegs obtained from powdered 
nutmegs by distillation with water: Held to be dutiable 
atthe rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, under 
graph 92, which provides for all preparations known as 
essential oils, &c. (Letter to the Collector of Customs 
at New-York.) 

V. Muffs and collars for ladies’ use made of feathers 
silk, and fur, silk and feathers being the components of 
chief yalue: Held to be dutiable at the rate of 50 per 
cent. ad valorem, that being the rate of ae 4 at which 
the component materials of chief value are chargeable. 
(Letter to the Collector of Customs at Chicago.) 

Vi. Vanilline, consisting of the odoriferous Pye le 
of climbing orchidaceous plants, prepared by the action 
of chioroform upon an alkaline solution o guaicol, or 
by the oxidation of coniferin or of coniferyl alcohol, by 
the aid of chromic acid, or by the oxidation of eugenol 
by permanganate of potash: Held to be dutiable at the 
rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 92, for 
all chemicai compounds and salts, by whatever name 
known, &c. (Letter to the Collector of Customs at 
New-York.) 

VII. Raw-hide guirts or whips, made of partially 
tanned skins: Held to be dutiable at the rate of 80 per 
cent. ad valorem, under paragraph 463, for all manu- 
factures and articles of leather. (Letter to the Col- 
lector of Customs at El Paso, Texas.) 

VIII. Piano-tuning hammers, claimed to be dutiable 
at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem, under the pro- 
vision for musical instruments or parts thereof: Held 
to be dutiable at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem, 
under paragraph 216, (Letter to the Collector of Cus- 
toms at Philadelphia.)

FROM WASHINGTON. 


W ASHINGTON, March 27, 1884. 


Mr. Miller, of California, reported favorably to 
the Senate to-day, from the Committee on Nava! Af- 
fairs, the joint resolution authorizing the Secretary of 
the Navy to offer a reward of #25,000 for rescuing or 
ascertaining the fate of the Greely expedition. 

Thesecretary of State, acting on information 
received from the Secretary of the Treasury, has in- 
formed United States Consuls at the principal emigra- 
tion ports of Europe that trede dollars in large quantl- 
ties are’being purchased in New-York for export with 
the supposed view of selling them at par to emigrants 
about to embark for this country. The Secretary sug- 
gests that the Consuls do everything in their power to 
prevent emigrants from being imposed upon witli re- 
gardto the real value of the trade dollar, and to take 
such measures as may be deemed necessary for their 
protection. 

The River and Harbor Committee has nearly 
completed consideration of the proposed River and 
Harbor bill. It is understood that the aggregate of the 
bill will not excced $11,000,000. The principal items 
will be appropriations for the Mississippi, Missourt, 
and Ohio Rivers, and the great harbors on the Atlantic. 
Pacitic, lake, and Gulf consts. ‘'o the Mississippi and 
its tributaries about $5,000,000 will probably be appro- 
priated. The committee has not yet decided what 
part of that amount shall be expendod upon the Mis- 
sissippi itself. 

The House Committee on Post Offices and Post 
Roads to-day heard Postmaster Conger, of this city, 
and the letter-cairiers’ Executive Committee, consist- 
ing of Megsrs. Shafer, of Hartford, and Carew aud Fol- 
lan, of Washington, in advocacy of their proposition to 
extend vacation privileges tu letter-carriers. The com- 
mittee subsequently decided, by « vote or 7 to 4, to rec- 
ommend the passage of a bill providing that all jetter- 
carriers at free delivery offices shall be entitled to leave 
of absence at the rate of 14 days in each year, without 
loss of pay, upon the same conditions now granted to 
employes inthe Post Office Department.

USURPING PUBLIC HIGHWAYS. 
; —e— 
MR. OTTENDORFER TO MAINTAIN HIS OWN 
AND. OTHERS’ RIGHTS. 

Mr. Oswald Ottendorfer is determined to 
use all legal meansin his power to prevent the 
bridge company from extending its tracks across 
Chatham-street and building a platform for foot 
passengers to the east curb-line of Centre-street. 
“Tam not only aggrieved at the injury to my 
own property,” he said toa Times reporter yes- 
terday, ‘* but Iam anxious to find out how far a 
corporation can go in usurping public highways 
and interfering with the rights of citizens. The 


bridge Trustees have all along contended that the 

ts of the elevated road me pimey! blocked 
raffic in front of the bridge and that the station 
must be removed. Now they abandon all that, 
and by putting up two more actually mul- 
tiply he evil. Their plans will force teams going 
to Brooklyn to cross the street exactly where the 
horse railroad tracks from Centre-street and 
Chatham-street converge, and where there is a 
constant stream of cars all day long. In busy 
hours the blockade there must necessarily be 
dangerous, 

“And now, to what end are the bridge Trus- 
tees going to all this expense and trouble—for 
the cost of the alterations will be paid by them, 
and will be, I think, $75,000? Simply to rectify a 
blunder of the engineers in not allowing sufii- 
cient switching room. The public must pay for 
that blunder. The bridge Trustees have no right 
tocarry their structure one foot beyond the 
east curb-line of Chatham-street, and I propose 
to fight them at every step if they attempt to 
doit. Ihave already applied to the Attorney- 
General to intervene. I called on Mayor Edson 
to let him know what I thought of his course in 
assenting to the plan. It will locate a large rail- 
road station exactly where there should not be 
one. I understand that the bridge Trustees in- 
tend to cover the new extension to conform with 
the present building of the elevated road. It 
will be the biggest public nuisance in this city,” 
concluded Mr. Ottendorfer, ‘“‘ which is saying a 
great deal for a city ridden with nuisances.” 

The plans finally decided on will turn the ele- 
vated road stairway on the west side of Chat- 
ham-street, in the opposite direction from which 
if now stands, leaving an open space considera- 
bly wider than the bridge roadway for teams 
coming from Brooklyn. The stairway on the 
east side of the street will be moved 32 feet 
further up Chatham-street, quite out of the 
way of carriages going to Brooklyn, ard ina 
convenient position for foot passengers coming 
over the bridge. About19 feet of the elevated 
road station will be taken off to give room for 
new tracks, Passengers going to or coming from 
tho bridge by cars will be able to cross from one 
station to the other by separate passageways 
without going into the street, A roofing will be 
put over the platforms leading to the new Cen- 
tre-street stairways, but they will be open at the 
sides. People coming from Broadway will use 
these new stairways to reach either the bridge 
cars or the elevated road.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CuIcaGo, March 27.~The leading produce mar- 
kets were less active to-day and steadier after the first 
half-hour was over. But that half-hour was one of 
the most interesting ever experienced in Chicago, and 
nearly half of its interesting experiences were crowd< 
ed into the first five minutes. A_ great many 
people thought there was going to be a 
panic, and there was just as much of one 
as was due to the wildness with which they 
opened the ball. But it was soon evident that the real 
load had already been dropped, and then there was a 
reaction, with very much less trading. Wheat con- 
tinued to be a centre of attraction, but rather for 
watching than for working, and the other pits were par- 
tially deserted. As was naturally tobe expected, the 


cessation of the.storm disclosed the fact that there 
had been a few wrecks, but the number g 
persons who got into trouble bad enough to make it 
necessary to gointo dry dock for repairs, wus very 
small—wonderfully small considering the tremendous 
decline in pricés, wheat having tumbled 8 cents within 
a week, and 10 cents since the alose of February. Th¢ 
markets were generally strong in the afternoon, the u 
turn being led by wheat, and the men who had sol 
short on the down grade, as if it would never stop, wera 
free buyers when they thought they saw strong men 
taking hold. 

Provisions were quiet and irregular; very weak early, 
and then stronger. The market here hinged on the 
wheat deal. There was some throwing of pork early, 
about 7,000 barrels supposed to be brought out by the 
suspension of Shepard and Peacock, and this led to 
some offerings; but Cudahy and Steevers bought freely, 
and that stopped the decline the moment that 
wheat was found to be on the turn. Then the 
market was quiet and ruied unusually dull 
during the last two hours of the session. There was 
putalight shipping demand. The decline did, how- 
ever, bring out some foreign inquiries, and it was ru- 
mored that a big lot had been chartered at 15 cents to 
New-York, but this was denied. Pork for May 
opened at $1750 and sold downto $17 45, be- 
ing 20 cents below the latest price of 
Wednesday. It soon reacted to $17 70, fell 
back to 817 65, and closed on ’Change at $17 7246, with 
10 cents less for March, and June at 10 cents premium. 
Lard closed 2}¢ cents higher at $9 35 for May and $9 si 
for June, after the former had sold down to 89 25. Sho 
Ribs for May sold catty at $9 25 and closed ut $9 35. 

On the afternoon cail the market was qutet but firm- 
er. Afterward the strength in wheat called out a sharp 
demand for hog prod&cts. Pork sold up to $17 90 for 
May and $18 for June. Lard advanced to $9 40 for 
May and $9 50 for June, with rates nominally firm at 
about the same figures as Isard. Wheat was less 
active and irregularly firm. It sold down 1% centa 
early to $346 cents fur May, then advanced 244 cents, 
receded 144 cents, improved 7% cent, and closed on 
*Change % cent above the latest regular price of 
W ednesday, at 8334 centsfor April and 8514 cents bid for 
May. The British markets were called dull and heavy. 
The weather here was positively warm, and the crowd 
apparently expected that the day would prove to be 
the third of a series of battles ending in another 
Waterloo for the bulls, but they were mistaken. The 
market opened weak enough ina scene of panicky con- 
fusion, sellers stumbling over one another in their ef- 
forts to get rid of the “property,” and being 
fully % cent epart on opposite sides of the 
pit. At 86% cents. they could not sell fast- 
enough, but that was the turning point. Lester bought 
nearly 700,000 bushels, all below 87 cents. Murray 
Nelson was active in absorbing all offered near his 
brokers, and Mayhew Seymour took about 600,- 
000 bushels on which he immediateiy “gave 
up” the packing company. ‘I'he news that 
tiutehinson, and perhaps Kent, was taking hold 
was like the lifting up of the brazen serpent 
in the wilderness. The advance to 8834 cents was nearly 
as rapid as the decline, with sharp buying by some of 
the men who had been the largest sellers yesterday. 
From that time the market was steady, with little new 
trading, but a great deal of evening up and trans- 
ferring trades ior the saXe of retiring margins, in 
which vast sums have been locked up since last 
Sunday. The general feeling was that the storm had 
biown over, and later rumors of large engagements for 
export from this city and Milwaukee lent color totheir 
claim that the market had at last reached a point which 
warranted steadiness if not strength. Fresh receipts 
of No. 2Spring sold at 85 to 56% cents, and nearl 
1,000,000 bushels were exchanged from May to Mare 
at 444 cents difference. Pricesfor other graces, in store, 
were uncertain. 

On the afternoon call the market advanced 5 cent 
under active buying, led by Singer, who took about 
800,000 bushels, and others about 200,000 bushels. in- 
cliding several big lumps. Singer.was supposed by some 
to be buyingZfor Kent and Hutchinson, while others 
thought he was acting for Armour, and still others 
claimed to know that he was buying for the big twa 
which had decided on taking 2» huge dipperful 
from the bottom of the pond. Afterward there was an 
outside demand which sent the price up to 89 cents, 
but the last quotation was 89 cents for May. 

Corn was active during the first half hour, and de- 
clined 36 cent under large offerings, due to sympathy 
with wheat. It was afterward quiet, but reacted 1 cent, 
and closed on Change 3 cent above the latest prices 
ot Wednesday, at 4 cents for March and 544 cents 
for Mey. The British markets were calied dul! and 
negleeted, but our receipts were again small, and the 
news from the conntry indicated that they will probably 
be light in the future. The offerings of sample lots 
were meagre enough to cause desirable lots to sell fully 
leent higher than the previous day, and this made 
holders of futures strong in their views, though thera 
was not much demand, the wheat market neuriy 
emptying the corn pit after about 11 o’clock. 
Cudahy was reported to be ‘he strongest buyer. 
Fresh receipts of No.2 sold at 5154 to 523¢ cents, with 
new mixed at 4934to 4®%4¢ cents and rejected at 454 
cents, allin store. On the afternoon cali the market 
advanced 5g cant, with good buying, but later was 
quoted 44 cent lower, at 55 cent for May.

Manone has summoned his captains of 
fifties and of hundreds to make active 
preparations for the presentation of his 
interests at the Republican National Con- 
vention. The regular’Republicans of Vir- 
ginia will undoubtedly be represented 
there also, and it is to be hoped that they 
will be able to show an organization en- 
titled to respect. If they do, Mr. MAHONE 
will have little chance of‘sole recognition. It 
will be difficult to ignore a delegation which 
comes with’ professions of loyalty to the 
party and to the ticket, but the objections 
to MAHONE and. his methods are s0 many 
and so great that if he be opposed by a 
Republican organization of decent force 
it ought not to be impossible to reject his 
claims. The spectacle of MAHONE pre- 
tending to support such a policy as to 
civil service reform as the convention is 
sure to adopt would be one of the most 
zmazing that national politics have fur- 
nished in a long time. 





On a unanimous report of the Commit- 
tee on Coinage a bill was taken up im the 
House yesterday providing for the pur- 
chase by the Government of trade dollars 
at their face value, either in silver dollars 
or by receipt of them for dues, and for 
their recoinage, when thus got, into silver 
dollars. As we have repeatedly pointed 
out, this is simply a gift of about 22 per 
cent. to the holders of the great body of 
the trade dollars. It is without warrant 
in the Constitution, and there is no sound 
reason for it. The fact that the pieces 
are silver connects them in what is called 
the mind of the Coinage Committee with 
the standard dollar, and this curious de- 
lusion has been taken advantage of by the 
money changers, brokers, and wholesale 
grocers to get them to bring in the bill. It 
is not impossible that it will pass the 
House, and not wholly undesirable, for it 
will give that body an opportunity toshow 
once more its hopeless ignorance in mat- 
ters affecting the currency, a matter with 
which the voters on the eve of election 
should be made familiar. 


No important measure affecting the 
subject of taxation should be smuggled 
through the Legislature without receiving 
full and careful consideration. A little 
bill has been quietly passed to a third 
reading in the Senate, which amends a 
vertain subdivision of a certain section of 
:, certain article of a certain title of a cer- 
tain chapter of the Revised Statutes, by 
simply substituting these words, “in the 
fourth column the full value of all taxable 
personal propert~ owned by such person,”

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These words are all there is of the act ex-. 


cept the enacting clause:and the pro- 
vision that it shall go into effect immedi- 
ately, and afford the only clue to its pur- 
port. Presumably the Senate knows that 
it repeals all deductions for debt in the 
assessment of personal property, but a 
measure of such importance should not be 
dealt with in this fashion. 


It is with great satisfaction that we 
learn from Mr. ROOSEVELT’s telegram to 
Mr. Evarts that “‘Speaker SHEARD is 
openly and heartily ‘in favor of the New- 
York reform bills, and will do all he pos- 
sibly can to insure their passage.” From 
the Speaker’s behavior on Wednesday 
we were constrained to believe that 
he was unfriendly to the reform bills, 
and we said so. We observe that 
a similar construction was put upon 
the Speaker’s conduct and rulings by sev- 
eral of our morning and evening contem- 
poraries. But Mr. RoosEVELT’s guarantee 
of Speaker SHEARD’s openness and hearti- 
ness in favoring these bills leaves no sort 
of doubt about the matter. Whatever 
may have been his attitude up to Wednes- 
day noon, we are satisfied that he is now 
a zealous friend of those reform measures, 
and for our part we shall help him all we 
can to get them passed. 


It is to be regretted that Mr. THomas’s 
bill to prevent stock watering was de- 
feated in the Senate yesterday. The de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals in the 
Williams case legalizes this form of pub- 
lic robbery. The Legislature ought not 
to adjourn without putting on the statute- 
book a law forbidding it in terms so plain 
that no Judge could misunderstand or mis- 
construe them. 


The result of the trial of WILLIAM BER- 
NER in Cincinnati has exasperated the peo- 
ple of that city, who are beginning to lose 
confidence in their courts. BERNER delib- 
erately murdered his employer for money. 
After his arrest he confessed his guilt to 
several persons. By the advice of his at- 
torneys he offered at the beginning of the 
trial to plead guilty of murder in 
the second degree, but the prose- 
cutors refused to accept the plea. The 
evidence was convincing, but the 
murderer was defended by the ablest 
‘‘criminal lawyers” of Cincinnati, and 
the verdict was “‘ guilty of manslaughter.” 
The result has encouraged other Cincin- 
nati murderers now awaiting trial, and 
one has withdrawn apleaof guilty. Ahgry 
citizens have beaten one of the jurors 
and driven another from hishome. At 
first the people talked about lynching 
them in company with BERNER, but now 
it is proposed that the trial shall be made 
the subject of investigation. The excited 
people will probably discover that justice 
has been defeated by jury-fixers, who 
ought to be ostracized by respectable law- 
yers. These are the men who make lynch 
law popular, and in many cities Bar asso- 
ciationsare responsible for their demor- 
alizing work. 


THE WHISKY BILL DEFEAT. 


The vote by which the enacting clause 
of the Whisky bill was stricken out yes- 
terday was surprisingly large, though for 
some time past the best observers at 
Washington have regarded the defeat of 
the bill as certain. In Committee of the 
Whole 131 votes were cast against the bill 
to 87 for it, and when this action was 
reported to the House 185 votes were 
given to concur in it and only 83 against 
it. This was more than a two-thirds 
vote, and was not only a defeat, but a 
crushing one. Nearly all the votes in fa- 
vor of the bill were cast by Democrats, 
but a still greater number, 91 in ail, of 
the votes against it were also by Demo- 
crats. The measure cannot be said, there- 
fore, to have any special party significance. 
The probabilities are that it was decided 
pretty squarely on its merits. This being 
the case, the wonder is that it received as 
many votes as it did. 

Mr. BLACKBURN made a very earnest 
speech for the bill in closing the debate 
yesterday, but it was not a strong speech, 
because, like all that have been made on 
that side, it ignored the fact that the dis- 
tillers had been got out of just the same 
kind of strait once before, and it had 
done them no good. The probability, 
amounting very nearly to certainty, 
that at the end of the time al- 
lowed for the payment of taxes the 
whisky on which tax would be due would 
be as much as it now is and perhaps more, 
did more to condemn the measure than 
any other one fact connected with it. 
That the distillers are in a bad way, and 
that a certain number of them may be 
ruined by the failure of this bill, is quite 
likely. But the common sense of the 
House was opposed to special relief where 
relief had already been given, in like cir- 
cumstances, and had led only to greater 
recklessness. 

The discussion of the bill has naturally 
involved the whole question of the inter- 
nal revenue system, and a good deal of 
nonsense has been talked on that subject 
by men who ought to know better. Mr. 
HeEwiIrtT, for instance, denounced what he 
calls the tax on production instead of a 
tax on consumption. But it is plain that 
no direct tax on the consumption of either 
liquors or tobacco would be possible. It 
would be very difficult in the case of the 
liquor used in the arts, but it would 
be entirely impracticable in the case 
of whisky drank. Moreover, the tax on 
liquors in the hands of the manufacturers, 
though indirect, is actually a tax on con- 
sumption, just as much as the tax on real 
estate is a tax on rent; and as the tax can 
be readily, cheaply, and fairly collected of 
the manufacturers, it would be folly to re- 
place it by a tax, say, on the retail dealers, 
which would be difficult, costly, and 
partial The cry against the ex- 
pense of the internal revenue is 
also repeatedly uttered by men who 
ought to know that that expense is 
by no means exorbitant. Last year it was 
8 per cent., and was a little less than the 
expense of collecting customs. Is there 
any other way in which money needed 
by the Government could be got with less 
cost, or less burden upon the people ? 

_ So far as alcoholic drinks and tobacco 


taxation, becanse ment of he tax is 
absolutely voluntary and no person in the 
land would be harmed if the tax prevented 
their use. Compared with the tax on 
clothing and the materials for it, on lum- 
ber and other building materials, on the 
metals, on tools and machinery, and on 
food, such as sugar, the whisky and to- 
bacco taxes are incalculably the more de- 
sirable. Undoubtedly, as Mr. BLACKBURN 
said, much of the opposition to the Whisky 
bill grew out of the popular impression 
that it was the entering wedge for the de- 
struction of the internal revenue taxes. 
It was not driven in very far, and the 
country will not be sorry for it. 


THE VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


The large and enthusiastic meeting at 
the Cooper Institute last evening shows 
that there has been no subsiding of pop- 
ular interest in the effort to reform the 
municipal administration of this city. 
Many prominent citizens lent the influ- 
ence of their presence to the occasion, and 
the references to what has been accom- 
plished and to what is demanded for 
a completion of the work were re- 
ceived with unmistakable enthusiasm. 
The cheers given for Gov. CLEVELAND 
show that he performed the most popular 
as well as the most creditable act of his 
administration when he signed the bill 
taking the power of confirmation from 
the Board of Aldermen. The Legislature 
has only to go on and complete the task 
which it has undertaken in the same spirit 
of obedience to the will of those chiefly 
concerned that it has thus far shown to 
make for itself a brilliant record for Te- 
form legislation. 

The work already accomplished is little 
more than a beginning, but most of the re- 
maining measures are in a position where 
they need not occupy an undue share of 
time. The bills making the Controller 
and President of the Board of Aldermen 
elective by a vote of the whole people 
have passed both houses. The nine meas- 
ures reported by the special committee of 
the Assembly form a procession that may 
be marched through the various stages to 
enactment with very little delay. They 
are brief, explicit, and clear in their pur- 
pose. Nobody can honestly pretend that 
time is needed to understand them or to 
discuss their merits at length. The bill 
terminating on the 3lst of January the 
official terms of heads of departments 
hereafter appointed by the present Mayor 
is equally plain in its purpose. It is mere- 
ly intended to give the incoming instead 
of the outgoing Mayor the opportunity to 
fill offices which will fall vacant near the 
end of this year. That certainly ought to 
be conceded. 

The resolutions adopted last night de- 
clare in favor of electing the Mayor in the 
Spring and transferring the Bureau of 
Elections from the Police Department to a 
non-partisan commission. The former is 
desirable in order to preclude all possibil- 
ity of bargains and deals in the nomina- 
tion and election of the Mayor, but in 
order to accomplish the purpose the elec- 
tion should be for the Mayor alone. 
The Bureau of Elections should by all 
means be made independent of the 
Police Department. The success of the 
whole scheme of reform depends on hay- 
ing honest elections. With these and 
with a strict enforcement of the law re- 
quiring competitive examinations for sub- 
ordinate appointments the power of cor- 
rupt politicians will be broken and honest 
citizens will have an opportunity and a 
motive for exerting their strength to 
secure honest and efficient administration. 
Thus far the citizens have done their part 
well. If the Legislature gives them the 
chance they will show hereafter what can 
be done under the reform system. 


THE CABLE SCHEME SCOTCHED. 
A very gratifying measure of the power 
of JOHN J. O'BRIEN as a lobbyist was fur- 
nished by the vote in the Assembly yester- 
day on the scheme of the cable railway 
company for extending the time of the 
Rapid Transit Commission and removing 
the restrictions which now stand in the | 
way of its monopolizing purposes. By | 
some means he, in conjunction with the 
other able lobbyists of the Standard Oil 
Company, succeeded in securing a ma- 
jority of the Railroad Committee, and to | 
that force was added just four votes in the 
Assembly. In the vigorous language of 
one of the members the ‘‘ reptile” was 
‘* scotched” by the overwhelming vote of | 
107 to 10. | 

This whole so-called rapid transit proj- | 
ect was conceived in iniquity. The initial | 
movement came not from the people but 
from the cable company. The commis- 
sion was appointed at its instance. The 
routes were laid out to suit its purposes. 
Its plan for the construction and operation 
of roads was adopted without question, 
and when the commission was about to 
turn the whole business over to its hands 
it went to Albany to get authority to 
make its monopoly absolute. It tried to 
kill the General Surface Railroad bill, and 
to open the way for running its own lines 
wherever it pleased without restriction or 
competition. 

There is a clause in the General Surface 
Railroad bill prohibiting the construction 
of surface roads under the rapid transit 
act. Should this pass before the cable 
company obtains its charter from the 
commission it would be effectually blocked. 
In any case, its project is practically 
killed. Itis not likely to get the consent 
of local authorities or property-owners for 
more than a fraction of its proposed lines. 
Mr. LITTLEJOHN pretended to justify his 
vote for the cable scheme on the ground 
that he was in favor of improved methods 
of running street cars. He knows that the 
general law, if enacted, will afford every 
opportunity for the introduction of im- 
proved methods, including the cable plan of 
propulsion. It will throw the whole field 
open to competition, and that was what 
Mr. LITTLEJOHN desired to prevent. 

There were intimations in the Assem- 
bly of objectionable features in the Gen- 
eral Surface Railroad bill. We have 
watched very closely for them, and 
if they are there we would like to 
have them pointed out, so that we may 
denounce them. A general law is very 


| 
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sh needed, and has bean needed for 
. Every effort to secure one has 
been defeated on account of concealed 
jobs, such as certainly cannot be found in 
this bill. It gives existing companies the 
right to extend their lines by conforming 
strictly to all the requirements applicable 
to new enterprises, but it makes no dis- 
criminations in their favor. Perhaps 
there is a suspicion ‘of jobbery because 
lobbyists: for the existing companies are 
supposed to be working for the bill. The 
circumstance might be suspicious in itself, 
but members should take counsel, not of 
their suspicions, but of their judgment, 
and study the bill itself. If there are jobs 
in it, let them be pointed out. So far as 
we can see, it is as nearly what such an act 
should be as we can hope to get; but if it 
can be improved, so much the better. 


THE OCEAN HIGHWAY. 


The story of the steamer Chdteaw 
Margaux shows how little danger there is 
that a vessel disabled in the track of com- 
merce between New-York and England 
would escape the notice of other vessels 
for a longer period than a day or two. 
The Chateau Margaux lost her rudder on 
the morning of the 6th of March. From 
that time until the 22d inst. she was 
spoken by five steamers and three sailing 
vessels. From some of these vessels she 
received fresh provisions, and to one of 
them she transferred many of her passen- 
gers. Had there been sufficient reason for 
abandoning the steamer there would have 
been no difficulty in saving all her people. 

At the time when the steamer President 
was lost the ocean highway was not the 
crowded thoroughfare that it now is, and 
even when the City of Boston was missing 
it was thought necessary to send vessels in 
search of her. At the present time there 
would be no need to send in search of a 
missing steamer belonging to any one of 
the great transatlantic lines, for she would 
be sure to be met or overtaken by some 
other steamer in case of injury to her 
machinery, and, in the absence of such in- 
jury, she could not very well be ‘‘ missing.” 
The vast growth of the ocean steam fleet 
has undoubtedly increased the danger of 
collision, but, on the other hand, it has 
greatly increased the chances that a vessel 
in distress will be sighted and relieved. 
There is thus safety as well as danger in 
the crowded ocean path, and there is no 
doubt that the balance inclines very de- 
cidedly to the side of safety. 


A MAN IN THE WAY. 


The Forty-seventh Congress appropri- 
ated money for the construction of three 
steel cruisers and an armed dispatch 
steamer. These were to be the nucleus of 
anew navy. Italso appropriated money 
to be used in building engines and machin- 
ery for the four unfinished double-turreted 
monitors which had been lying for 
some years in private shipyards. In 
its last annual report the Navy De- 
partment showed that some progress had 
been made in the work of building the 
new cruisers, contracts for all of them 
having been awarded to Mr. JoHN Roacu, 
and that contracts for the engines and 
fittings of three of the monitors had been 
made with the ship-builders in whose 
yards the hulls were lying. The depart- 
ment advised that at least seven new ships 
should be built in each yearfor ten years 
to come, and recommended that provision 
should be made this year for the construc- 
tion of three unarmored steel cruisers and 
four heavily armed gun-boats, the cost of 
which was estimated at $4,283,000. Mr. 
CHANDLER also asked Congress to com- 
plete the monitors, and said that the cost 
would be $3,838,769. 

The Forty-eighth Congress has been in 
session for nearly four months, and the 
desired appropriations have not been 
made. It is apparent, moreover, that Con- 
gress is not inclined to make them. Now 
the President comes to the aid of his Sec- 
retary of the Navy, and assures Senators 
and Representatives that he makes Mr. 
CHANDLER’S recommendations his own. 
He urges them to appropriate at least 
the sum _ required for the 
three additional cruisers and four addi- 
tional gun-boats, and to give money 


| —$2,000,000 for the coming year—for 


the completion of the aged monitors. He 
is unwilling that the work begun last year 
shall be delayed for want of money—so 
unwilling that he will accept ‘‘ whatever 
conditions Congress may see fit to imposa 
in order to secure judicious designs and 
honest and economical construction.” We 
can almost read between the lines of his 
message such an appeal as this: ‘‘ Throw. 


around the appropriations all the safe- 


guards you can devise, bind CHANDLER 
and his friends hand and foot if you 
please, but for heaven’s sake give the 
money and don’t stop the work.” 

Does the President or any other sensible 
man believe that Congress would hesitate 
about giving large sums of money out of 
the national surplus for the construction 
of anew navy, if the Navy Department 
had atits headaman of the right sort and 
was not at the mercy of other men who 
have hung toit like bloodsuckers for so 
many years, taking the life blood which 
the people’s representatives had poured 
into it? We have no navy. The col- 
lection of patched and rotting hulks 
which is called the United States 
Navy is the laughing-stock of the 
world. We ought to have anavy. With- 
out one San Francisco and the wealthy 
cities of our Eastern seaboard are at the 
mercy of any fifth-rate power that owns a 
first-rate iron-clad. We may not be fort- 
unate enough to avoid through another 
decade a collision with some foreign pow- 
er. The inhabitants of our Eastern sea- 
board, whose property is unprotected 
and who plainly see what the first re- 
sult of such a collision would be, 
are not disposed to force the fighting; 
but the people of the Upper Mississippi 
Valley are more belligerent. All admit 
that we should have a navy, and no fair- 
minded man in Congress would oppose the 
appropriation of five times the sum for 
which the President asks if he could know 
that the money would be honestly ex- 
pended. ‘ 

The President must know that when 
he made WiLLIAM E. CHANDLER Secre- 


tary of the Navy he delayed, by his 


own act, the building of those vessels 
which the Nation needs. If the de- 
partment were in the hands of some 
man conspicuous for integrity and ability, 
and undefiled by contact with those who 
have profited by corrupt administration of 
the department in the past, the United 
States Congress, whether controlled by 
Democrats or Republicans, would prompt- 
ly and gladly co-operate with the execu- 
tive branch of the Government in the 
work of creating a navy.

A SPIRITUAL GUIDE. 


Justice WaLsH, of Brooklyn, evidently 
means to be a spiritual guide as well as a 
civil magistrate. The other day two young 
men quarreled in a place of alleged wor- 
ship conducted by an ex-Roman Catholic 
priest named McNamara, who at present 
styles himself a ‘‘ Bishop,” and the result 
of the quarrel was a fight and the subse- 
quent arrest of the two young men. 
When they were brought before Justice 
WALSH he pointed out to them that they 
had got into trouble by bolting the regu- 
lar religious denominations. He toldthem 
that if ‘‘they wished to go to a Catholic 
church they should go to a straight Cath- 
olic church, and if they wished for Prot- 
estant worship they should go to a straight 
Protestant church.” Evidently, in the 
Judge’s opinion, “ independent” denomi- 
nations deserve no consideration whatever 
at the hands of earnest practical men, 

Doubtless Judge WALSH means well in 
urging delinquents brought before him to 
take their “religion straight.” Very 
probably, too, the so-called independent 
church conducted by ‘“ Bishop” MoNa- 
MARA, and dedicated solely to the abuse of 
the Pope and ‘‘ thim Eyetalian Cardinals,” 
is not a place which can be frequented 
with much spiritual profit. Still, it hardly 
comes within the range of a magistrate’s 
duty to act as the spiritual director of the 
criminal classes. If Judge WaALsH’s ex- 
ample were to be followed by other 
Judges, and criminals were to be warned 
from the bench to avoid all Protestant 
places of worship or to keep away from 
Roman Catholic churches, that union of 
Church and State of which freethinking 
conventions appear to be so much in dread 
would be comparatively close at hand. 


ANOTHER SCANDAL. 


Another of those tremendous club 
scandals which from time to time occur 
in this city and convulse the entire conti- 
nent was yesterday reported by an awed 
and startled press, One club man, of ma- 
ture years, informed another club man, 
in the vigor of his youth, and in the sacred 
precincts of a leading club, that the 
younger man was “a liar and a coward.” 
No blow followed this exhaustive sum- 
mary of character. The younger man 
walked silently away—perhaps in search 
of a friend acquainted with the mysteries 
of spelling and capable of writing a chal- 
lenge; perhaps with a determination to re- 
gard the insult as unworthy of notice. 

The occurrence is more important 
than any other recent club scandal be- 
cause of the great prominence of the ag- 
grieved young man. A quarrel between 
two wine brokers is of little consequence 
compared with ascandal affecting a person 
known all over the country as an eminent 
‘‘annex”—to use a familiar and wholly 
indefensible word—to the drama. Never- 
theless, there does not seem to be any 
necessity for the effusion of blood, and it 
is to be hoped that the quarrel can be set- 
tled without recourse to seconds who can 
spell and pistols loaded with real power 
and ball. 

By all means let us have peace. Let the 
young person, strong in the consciousness 
of his proved courage, despise the insult 
he has received, and let the older man 
restrain his wrath, lest wicked people 
should fancy that he is envious of the 
young man’s luck; that luck which was 
forcibly and picturesquely described last 
Winter in a St. Louis journal as being 
“* very nearly h-——.” 


The heat which has destroyed so many or 
Gen. GRAHAM’S horses and camels, and is now 
prostrating his soldiers likewise, shows the foily 
of employing British instead of Hindu troops in 
desert warfare. At the same time it must be re- 
membered that the sun of the tropics frequently 
makes fearful havoc among transport beasts 
while striking down comparatively few men, and 
that of the ‘men thus struck down a very small 
proportion actually die, The garrison of Cawn- 
pore, in June, 1857, though encamped for 21 days 
on an open plain, without any shelter from a 
heat which seldom fell below 138, lost by the sun, 
by disease, and by the enemy’s fire only 12 livesa 
day. Even more remarkable was the experience 
of one of the five Russian columns directed against 
Khiva in 1873. During its march across the 
Kara-Koum Desert from the Caspian seaboard to 
Orta-Kuyu—where it was forced to turn back— 
it encountered a heat varying from 125 to 139, and 
lost upward of 4,800 horses and camels. But 
although the troops were more than once over 
two days without water, an officer attached to 
the expedition has recorded that of the many 
men who fell out of their ranks only four actually 


died.

One of the most striking episodes of the 
Sharon-Hill divorce case, with which the people 
of San Francisco are now being regaled, was 
the production, a few days since, of a “‘charm” 
which had been used by the lady in the case to 
win the love of the defendant. Miss Hi~1 
claims to have been secretly married to Senator 
SHARON, Of Nevada. As a matter of fact, her 
relations with the gentleman were intimate, and 
the defense endeavors to prove that the plaintiff, 
instead of being his wedded wife, was seeking 
to entrap him by various devices, among which 
was sorcery. There was produced in court 
a dark silk stocking, a shirt collar, and a 
portion of a shirt, all of which were unmis- 
takably taken from a man’s wearing apparel.

AMUSEMENTS. 


MISS MARGULIES’S CONCERT. 

Miss Adéle Margulies gave a concert at 
Steinway Hall, yesterday evening, with the as- 
sistance of Mr. and Mrs. Henschel. The audience 
was large and liberal of its commendation. Miss 
Margulies, to whose piano playing reference 
has already been made in these col- 
umns, is one of many young _per- 
formers who are sent hither annually 
by the conservatories of Europe. These popular 
and successful institutions let loose upon the 
Old and upon the New World yearly a large 
number of incipient musicians. The instruction 
which their Professors impart equips the student 
with considerable technique, supplies him with 
conventional views of his art, represses any 
tendency to irdividuality or originality, as 
though the learner were intended for regimental 
service rather than for the duties of an inter- 
preter of art ideals, and molds, in fact, hundreds 
of clever mechanics who bear the same relation 
to finished artists that college graduates bear to 
full-fledged littérateurs. Miss Margulies’s achieve- 
ments, though they suggest these reflections, do 
not prompt them more vigorously than those 
of a dozen young persons whom we might 


name. The more we hear of these juvenile vir- 
tuosos, however, the more strongly are we im- 
pressed with the belief that it would be better if 
the conservatories abroad had less encourage- 
ment. There would be fewer disappointments in 
storefor the public and fewer shattered hopes in 
reserve for the aspirantstofame. Miss Margulies, 
who had the aid of Mr. Thomas’s orchestra some 
weeks since, did not appear to as marked ad- 
vantage last evening. Her three piano solos—a 
“Gavotte,” by Geore Henschel; an ‘“Im- 
promptt,” by Bruell, and Schumann’s “ Trau- 
meswirren’”’—were her happiest efforts, and her

Opus 58, was her worst. She is 
a mechanical player, and not a_ very 
precise one, at that. The success of the concert 
was fortwo duets sung by Mr. and Mrs..Georg 
Henschel—one from Grétry’s ** Richard” and the 
other from Boieldiere’s “ Voitures versées.”

LIVELY TIMES IN THE HOUSE AND STRONG 
LANGUAGE USED. 

CoL_umsBvs, March 27.—A sensation was 
created last night, just before the adjournment 
of the House, by Allen O. Myers, who again reit~ 
erated the charges he made three years ago that 
Dr. M. A. Doren, the Superintendent of the Insti- 
tution for the Feeble-minded Youth, had entered 
into a conspiracy to burn the institution so as to 
cover up his fraudulent transactions. The bill 
before the House was to reimburse the teachers 
and employes of the institution for the loss they 
sustained by the fire, and the schedule was ap- 
proved by the Committee pf the House that had 
investigated the matter. This morning the 
House was filled with visitors, the lobbv and 
galleries being packed, as the question was first 
under consideration. It might be stated in con- 
nection with this subject that Myers’s charges 
were, two years ago, fully investigated by a com- 
mittee of three Republicans and two Democrats, 
and Myers was given the most ample oppor- 


tunity to establish his charges. The committee 
made a report to the effect that Myers signally 
failed to prove anything, the report being signed 
by the entire committee. This morning Mr. Had- 
ley denounced the charges made as maliciously 
false and an insult to the members, two of the 
members of the investigating committee being 
members of the present House, but absent, both 
Democrats. Mr. Ford, of Geauga, indignantly 
denied the truth of the charges, and considered 
it an outrage on public decency that a member 
of the House should make such an attack upon 
agentleman of Dr. Doran’s long and faithful 
service. Myers interrupted to ask: 

“ How many meais have you eaten, and how 
many cigars have zou smoked, in that,institution 
at the expense of the State ?” 

Mr. Ford replied that he haa simply done his 
duty as a member of the Legislature. 

Myers asked, ‘“‘How many of your Geuaga 
County friends have been provided for at the Im- 
becile Asylum? Do you not know that Peter 
Hitchcock boarded there until he was smoked 
out and went to the Neil House?” 
cnn Ford replied that he knew nothing of the 

ind. 

Mr. Sharp, of Holmes, Chairman of the House 
Committee on Imbecile Asylum, which reported 
this bill and recommended its passage, made a 
long speech, in which he explained the work of 
the committee and justified the claims included 
in the bill. These teachers had lost their proper- 
ty while saving the lives of the children, and, al- 
though doing only their duty, their conduct was! 
heroic and deserved consideration. Other mem. 
bers spoke warm] in favor of the bill. 
Myers then got the floor for his great 
speech. He said he took special pleasure in com- 
ing now face to face with the greatest scoundrel 
(Dr. Doren) who ever disgraced a public office. 
He was not hiding behind his constitutional priv- 
ileges in making these charges. He went to the 
fire in November, 1881, and found one of the 
most magnificent structures of the State in 
flames, and that a garden hose had been 
turned upon the fire. The water 
which the Legislature had ovided was 
full of wind only, while $1,700 appropriat- 
ed for the purpose of putting water in 
the tower and rey the hose connections 
lay unused in the State Treasury. He then toid 
of the hospitality which was extended at the in- 
stitution. The cigars were good and the whisky 
was of the best. It wasa favorite resort of Re- 
pee, and he (Myers) went with them and 

iscovered that those who partook of the hos< 
pitality suddenly found what t executive 
abilities this man Doren had, this doctor wha 
was educated in acandy shopin this city; this 
rascal, perjurer, and thief, who had ruined 
almost every man who got into his grasp.

oren' were an incendiary, Myers should have 
taken steps to have him indicted. He was heart- 
pe sick of the denunciations of the best citizens 
of the State which Myers had continually made 
in the House. He was Gragaing the House into 
the filth of the sewer, and it was high time to 
caila halt. He for one would not sit still and 
permit the outrage to be perpetrated without 
protest. 

Mr. Love, of Columbiana, spoke in much the 
same strain as Mr. Kohler. e had not proceed. 
ed far when he used the following language: 
“No deliberative body has ever witnessed such 
an example of deg tion and slander as this 
House has to-day.” 

Myers asked that the words be taken down. 

There was a wrangle between Messrs. Brown and 
Myers, and the Speuker called the Sergeant-at- 
— to the Clerk’s desk to preserve order. 
Speaker Marsh then passed judgment on the 
words, holding that they were not out of order, 
as they were not directly applied to any one 
member of the House. 
Mr. Love asked: ‘‘How does it happen that 
this man has nothing to say while off the floor of 
the House? Here he is shielded, and the voice of 
the accused could not be heard. If thesecharges 
have any foundation, why has he not made an 
affidavit and placed itin the hands of the pros- 
ecuting attorney of this county? Simply be- 
cause he has no évidénce whatever.” 

This afternoon the discussion was continued. 
Myers grew sarcastic and sentimental. A vote 
was taken which resulted in the striking out of 
the claims ot the Doren family. The bill for the 
teachers’ claims was put upon its passage, and 
was lost, not having received a two-thirds vote. 

Myers had the question put to him in various 
ways if he would come before a committee with 
his evidence if one was appointed. He, however, 
evaded the question and would not reply. It is 
quite probable, however, he will have another 
opportunity to prove his charges. The attack 
on Dr. Doren, it is presumed, is to injure him ia 
Syracuse, N. Y., he having accepted an appoint- 
ment to take charge of an institution there, al- 
though his resignation here has not as yet beer 
accepted.

GROWING INDIGNATION IN CINCINNATI OVER

This gang has the actual cash to 
pay for getting the surface railroad bill through 
with its amendments. One of the requirements 
in transacting business with the lobby is under- 
stood to have been the burying of Mr. 
O’Brien’s cable scheme beyond the power 
of resurrection. Mr. Earl, for reasons of 
his own, acted as the chief grave-digger. ‘* Let 
us scotch the reptile, now he’s in our grip,” 
shouted he merrily. He then moved to recon- 
sider the vote by which the enacting clause was 
stricken out. Of course, this wasoverwhelming- 
4 voted down. No more cable for the Assembiy 
this year. Mr. Earl has never been conspicuous 
in scotching reptiles before, and the prediction 
can be made right here that he wil] not only vote 
for the surface railroad bill, but he will devote 
himself to its best interests. 

Mr. Howe, from the Committee on State Pris- 
ons, reported the bil) introduced by himself to 
provide for the employment of convicts incar- 
cerated in the penitentiaries of the State. The 
object is to putat work on contracts the six hun- 
dred or more short-term convicts who will be 
thrown out of employment by the expiration of 
contracts during the coming yaee. he bill ab- 
rogates the limitations of the Comstock bill 
under certain conditions as to length of time. 
Mr. Hooley, the working men’s member, deliv- 
ered a harangue against the bill, which, he 
said, was a subterfuge in the interest of the 
Republicans. This, he said, is a sop thrown out 
to the country members. It is simply to ap- 
pease the wrath of Boards of Supervisors who 
wili find fault with the abolishment of the con- 
tract system. Mr. Hooley has evidently been 
hauled over the coals for acting heretofore in a 
common sense fashion. He took this oppor- 
tunity to set himself right with the hoodlum ele- 
ment, who are against everg thing reasonable. 
Messrs. Rice and Smith, .Democrats, looked 
upon the proposition as a confession of 
the weakness of all prison legislation al- 
ready had. ee, | talked loudly about 
the Republicans ungling legislation, for 
which they were taken to task in a speech by 
Mr. House, of New-York. The Legislature of 
1883, Democratic in both branches, supported by 
a Democratic Governor, had dodged the issue 
entirely. Mr. Howe, speaking for the bill, said 
that the present bill was made necessary by the 
discovery of a condition of affairs not known to 
exist at the time of the abolishment of the con- 
tract system, facts which were denied at the time 
from official sources. J 

**So long as God gives me breath,” said Gen. 
Husted, discussing the bill, ** will I vote aguinst 
any bill that tends to restore the vicious contract 
labor system. That is what this bill is calculated 
to do, and therefore I am opposed to it.” 

Mr. Hooley finally moved that the bill be re- 
committed, a suggestion which was acted on by 
avote of 62 to 42.

Mr. Oliver moved to disagree with the adverse 
report of the Committee on Cities so as to secure 
a public consideration of this * reform” measure. 
Mr. Roosevelt declared that the bill was simply a 
piece of special legislation, vicious and absurd in 
character. It was aimed at the head of a de- 
partment because his actions had not pleased 
certain politicians in New-York. Gen. Husted 
also sustained the adverse report, stating that, 
when the street-cleaning law was enacted, 
in 1881, it was distinctly understood that partisan- 
ship should be excluded from the department.

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A MAN WHO MORTGAGED HIMSELF. 


THE FORECLOSURE OF THE MORTGAGE PRO- 
HIBITED BY THE COURT. 
GREENVILLE, N. C., March 27.—Oneof the 
most remarkable suits on record is about to be 
heard before the Supreme Court of this State. It 
grows out of a mortgage on his own person made 


by a white man named John Hando, of Pitt 
County, in this State, securing Jim Taker, a cot- 
ton planter, for a debt due him. This deed reads: 


“JT, John Hando, of the County of Pitt, in the State 
of North Carolina, am indebted to Jim Taker, of the 
State and county aforesaid, in the sum of $26, for 
which he ho'ds my note, to be due on the Lith dav of 
Janusry, 1884, and to secure the payment of the same 
I do hereby convey to him these articles of pergonn! 
property, to wit, myself, to work with him long enough 
to pay this debt, but on this special trust that if I fail 
to pay said debt right away, then he, the said Taker, or 


| his assigns, may sell me at the Court-houre door for 
| credit or cash, as he thinks best, after giving 20 days’ 


public notice at three public places, and apply the pro- 
ceeds of such sale to the dischurge of said debt, and 
interest on the same and cost and expenses of making 
such sale, and pay the surplus, if any, to me. 

“Given under my hand and seal this, the 14th day of 
January, 1884.” 

Hando failed to pay the amount due, and 
‘raker was at liberty, under the terms of the 
deed, to sell him at public auction. Some time 
before the expiration of the 20 days’ grace 
allowed the mortgaged debtor the news got out, 
and the Court-house green was crowded with 
people expecting to witness the novel sale of a 
white man. Aninjunction was granted by the 
Superior Court,and no sate took place. The 
Supreme Court will hear the case. 


THE WHISKY BILL. 


DEFEAT OF THE MEASURE .WAS 
RECEIVED IN ST. LOUIS. 

Sr. Lovrs, Mo., March 27.—The news of 
the defeat of the whisky relief measure in the 
House to-day caused considerable excitement on 
*Change and among St. Louis liquor men. It 
was ardently hoped by the friends of the bill that 
it would pass, asthe impression prevailed that 
the amount of money at its back would be suf- 
ficient to capture all the votes necessary. There 


was considerable disappointment manifested 
among those interested, but the great majority 
of the members, particularly those who are 
Democrats, seem to be pleased that the Demo- 
cratic House has taken this opportunity 
to show the country that it is in 
the hands of honest men. Charles Parsons, Cash- 
ier of the State Savings Association, said: *“ It 
will force a large number of whisky dealers and 
manufacturers to the wall. The banks can ta 
tect themselves by selling the liquor which they 
hold as collateral and save themselves, but the 
unfortunate manufacturer, unless he has a large 
sum to fall back on, has no recourse, and a large 
number will be forced into bankruptcy. In this 
city the banks have not advanced over $200,000 
on whisky, but in Cincinnati and Louisville, I

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. AUGUSTUS SCHELL. 
Augustus Schell died at his residence, 
No. 9 West Twenty-fourth-street, at 3:35 o’clock 
yesterday morning. He had beenill froma com- 
plication of diseases, of which Bright’s disease 
was prominent, for about eight weeks. He was 
apparently conscious up to the last moment, 
although the last words he was heard to utter 


were at 2 o'clock yesterday morning, when he 
exclaimed, **My dear brother Edward!” a. he 
observed his brother bending over bim. He 
seemed to be suwering intense paia from that 
time until his death. At his bedside were his 
wife, his brothors Edward and Robert Scheil, and 
his nephews Austin G. Fox ard James W. Fel- 
lowes when he quietly passed away. 

Augustus Scheil was born in 1812 at Rhinebeck, 
Dutchess County. He was the seconc of rour 
brothers, all of whom have been prominent in 
politics and finance. His parents were Germans, 
who, by industry and providence, became pros- 

rous. They gave him a liberal education and 

e was graduated from Union College, with high 
honors, in 1826. Deciding to adopt the profession 
of the law, he entered the Litchfield Law School. 
Finishing his course there, he went into tie office, 
in this city, of the Hon. John Slosson. He soon 
became the partner of that gentleman, and re- 
mained with him,in the enjoyment of a large 
practice, until Mr. Slosson went on the Beach of 
the Superior Court. 

In his young manhood Mr. Schell became inter- 
ested in politics, but did not appear as a political 
leader until 1848. He was then an earnest sup- 
porter of Gen. Lewis Cass, and was one of the 
most influential among the Hunkers. In his ad- 
vocacy of Hunker doctrines he bitterly opposed 
the Free Soii section of the Democracy, and he 
was a strong supporter of the compromise 
measures that caused so mucn heart-burning in 
1851 and 1852. In 1852 he advocated the 
renomination of Gen. Cass, and, as one of 
the Hards of that period, fought William 
L. Marcy, who was the choice of the Softs. 
He was elected Chairman of the Tammany 
Hall General Committee in 1852, andat the Demo- 
cratic State Convention at Syracuse in that year 
he was mentioned as a candidate for Governor. 
itis said that he did not know that his name 
would be presented to the convention. The en- 
tire New-York City delegation voted for him, but 
Horatio Seymour was nominated and elected. 
At that time the Hards had a majority of 
three in the ‘lammany Hail General Committee. 
The Sotts were determined to get control of 
the committee for the following year. On 
election night a mob _ enter ‘Tammany 
Hall for the purpose of preventing 
an election, or of carrying things by torce in the 
interest of the Softs. The lights were put out, 
and a fight occurred in the dark. Mr. Schell was 
badly beaten, and suffered for several weeks 
from his injuries. Three of his assailants were 
indicted, tried, and sent to the penitentiary. 
Franklin Pierce having become President, some 
of the friends of Mr. Schell asked that the latter 
should be appointed Collector of this port. Re- 
membering that Mr. Schell was one of the factors 
of hisown defeat in the contest for the Presi- 
dential nomination, Mr. Marcy, who was then 
secretary of State, put a period to the hopes of 
Mr. Sche!l and his friends. 

Augustus Schell was Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee in 1853, 1854, and 1855. 
Within that period he was nominated for Mayor, 
but he refused to run. He was also Chairman of 
the Democratic State Convention in 1856, and a 
delegate to the National Convention at which 
James Buchanan was nominated. He was an 
enthusiastic supporter of Mr. Buchanan, who, 
very soon after entering the White House, 
rewarded him with the Collectorship of 
this port. that lucrative post he 
remained until Mr. Lincoln became 
President, when Hiram Barney’ succeeded 
him. He was at the stormy Charleston and 
Baltimore Conventions of 1860 as a supporter 
of John C. Breckinridge. Dunmng the campaign 
he was Chairman of the Breckinridge Demo- 
cratic National Committee. He never activeiy 
resumed the practice of the law, but became in- 
terested in railroad enterprises, in which he con- 
tinued till his death. Hewasa Directorin the 
New-York Central and Hudson River, New-York, 
New-Haven and Hartford, Lake Shore and Mich- 
igan Southern, Union Pacific, Chicago and North- 
western, Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati and 
Indianapolis, and Michigan Central Railroad 
Companies, and a Trustee of the Union Trust 
Company. 

In 1871 he was a delegate to the Rochester Con- 
vention, at which Tammany Hall was not repre- 
sented, its delegates having retused to enter. A 
year later he was elected Grand Sachem of Tam- 
many Hall, and as such he appointed the com- 
mittee that recommended the reorganization of 
the Tammany General Committee. Samuel J. 
Tilden, John Kelly,and Abram 8. Hewitt became 
members of the new committee. At the 
Syracuse Convention of 1872 Mr. Schell was a 
competitor for the Gubernatorial nomina- 
tion which Francis Kernan received and 
did not profit by. As Chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee he took an 
important part in the management of Horace 
Greeley’s Presidential campaign. From the time 
that John Kelly became “ boss” of Tammany 
Hall Mr. Schell pinned his faith to him. At Mr. 
Kelly’s request he became Chairman of the Tam- 
many Committee on Organization and kept it 
for several years. He also, under the same im- 
pulse, ran against John Morrissey for State Sen- 
ator in the Seventh District in 1577 and met with 
disaster that was repeated when, in the follow- 
ing year,he was the Tammany candidate for 
Mayor against Edward Cooper. These. reverses 
evidently extinguished his political ambition, 
and he has since been contented with posts of 
honor in the Tammany Society. 

After the news of Mr. Schell’s death became 
generally known, the — were placed at half- 
mast on the City Hall, the Manhattan Club, the 
Western Union, and other public buildings. 

The Tammany Society, Columbian Order, will 
meet this evening at 7:30 o’clock to take action 
on the death of Mr. Schell, who was Grand 
Sachem of the society. The funeral! services will 
be held at No. 9 West Thirty-fourth-street to- 
morrow at2P.M. Interment will be at Wood- 
lawn Cemetery, a special train leaving the Grand 
Central Station at 8:15 P. M.

Springer by Mr. John A. Walsh: 
NEw-YoORK, March 2, 1884. 
The Hon. William M. Springer, Chairman Com- 
mittee on Expenditures in Department of Jus- 
lice, Washington, D. C.: 

Sire: Through Mr. A. M. Gibson I learn of your 
desire that I should give my testimony before 
your committee in the matter of the star route 
cases. Perhaps it might be apropos to say that 
Mr. Gibson has heretofore urged that I should 
testify. While I understand perfectly why you 
gentiemen think my evidence in this matter is 
desirable, yet I trust that you and your commit- 
tee will understand the obstacles in the way 
thereof from my stand-point. You nodoubt un- 
derstand that I havein the past objected to the 
conduct of the prosecution toward me asa wit- 
ness. By that I mean its utter failure to protect 
me asa witness while under subpoena, together 
with its efforts to discredit me. Inthe past I 
have been painfully aware that I was made the 
object of a conspiracy by the accused persons, 
aided by others representing the Government; a 
conspiracy which had for its purpose the inval- 
idation of my testimony. This was sought to be 
accomplished, not in open court, but in various 
insidious ways, among others the following: 

First, I was a libeled by the organ 
representing this Administration. This organ— 
National Republican—was a owned by Mr. 
George Bliss, and largely, it not entirely, con- 
trolied by him. Second, the methods and language 
employed by Mr. Bliss in and about the Grand 
Jury and elsewhere were calculated and intended 
to defeat the ends of justice. The failure to in- 
dict William Pitt Kellogg by two Grand Juries 
was, I think, due to Mr. Bliss. The evidence 
against Brady and Price (who were both indict- 
ed) was not near so strong as that against Kel- 
logg. The first person to call my attention to 
Mr. Bliss’s lack of good faith to the Government 
was a gentleman then, as now, associated with 
him as counsel in the star route cases— 
the same gentleman, by the way, that caused 
the second Grand Jury to be called together in 
extraordinary session to consider the case against 
Kellogg. This is the gentleman who “com- 
plained” about Mr. Bliss not i * found 
an indictment against Kellogg. e also 
said that Mr. sliss had suppressed all 
evidence:adduced before the Grand Jury touch- 
ing Mr. Kellogg. The verbal bill of particulars 
filed against Mr. Bliss on this occasion was the 
reverse of complimentary, either as a lawyer or 
as a man. Thesecond Grand Jury, under the 

uidance of Mr. Bliss, again failed to find an in- 

ictment. In accounting for this second failure 
associate counsel gave it meas his opinion that 
Mr. Bliss suved Kellogg. In substantiation of 
that theory he recited the fact that Messrs. Bliss 
and Kellogg had met at the house of Secretary 
of the Navy William E. Chandler about the time 
the Grand Jury was called together. 

Early in the Winter of 181, feeling as I did 
that all justice, law, and decency were being 
outraged, I made this subject-matter the basis of 
a letter to the Hon. B. H. Brewster, At- 
torney-General. Receiving no _ response, I 
immediately wrote to President Arthur 
a very full and comprehensive letter. In 
it I set forth fully and succinctly the protean 
character of Mr. Bliss’s conduct in relation to the 
yrosecution. Among other things I charged that 
Mr. Bliss had deliberately selected the weakest 
case to be tried first in order that the Govern- 
ment should be defeated: that Mr. Bliss and a 
member of the President’s Cabinet had ——— 
to defeat the ends of justice by saving Kellogg 
from indictment, and that the prosecution, asa 
whole, was not honest. To this I received no an- 
swer. Meanwhile, the second trial of Brady and 
others was progressing, and I was again asked 
to appear as a witness before a_ third 
Grand Jury to consider the Kellogg case. 
This request was made me by the Hon. KR. T. 
Merrick. I declined to appear as a witness if Mr. 
George Bli-s was to again represent the United 
States in the Grand Jury-room. My objections 
were set forth in writing to Mr. Merrick, Assistant 
United States Attorney-General. My objections 
must have been considered wel] grounded, as 
when I appeared before the third Grand Jury 
Mr. W. W. Ker represented the Government. 
This jury indicted William Pitt Kellogg. The 
case of the United States against William P. Kel- 
logg was fixed for trial on the 10th day of De- 
cember, 1883. 

On the 3d day of November, 1883, I wrote 
President Arthur a letter wherein, in view of 
the baa treatment to which I had been subjected, 
I asked of him certain reasonabie requests, 
among others, that Mr. George Bliss should not 
represent the Government in its case against 
Brady and Kellogg. To this I received no reply. 
The case of the United States against Kellogg 
was called Dec. 10, 1883. It bad to go over be- 
cause of my absence. On the 19th of this month 
I read a paragraph in a New-York journal which 
I thought required some notice from me. I ac- 
cordingly wrote President Arthura letter, a copy 
of which I forward you with this. It was mailed 
him the 21st inst. 

In conclusion, I beg leave to say to you that I 
would prove untrue to my country and untrue 
to myself were I to appear as a witness in a case 
wherein the Government is represented by a man 
who, according to the views of his associate coun- 
sel, has in the past betrayed the trust reposed in 
him. There can be no law, human or divine. to 
compel me to appear as a witness for the prose- 
cution with the man representing it. Conscience 
is the law of laws, and in appealing to it I find 
ample justification for my course in this matter. 
Mr. Bliss,in my opinion, is not a proper man to 
represent the Government. As well trust the 
cause of humanity to a Marius ora Syllaas to 
trust the honor of the Government to him. ‘rhe 

rocrustean operations to which I have been sub- 
ected by this Procrustes, in the interests of the 
accused, are of such a character as will preclude 
the possibility of allowing him any further op- 
portunity. 

As no man enjoys his own humiliation, I com- 
prehend perfectly well why Mr. Bliss should 
manifest so much feeling toward me because of 
the frankness of my utterings concerning him 
and his Dacian exploits. Had my writings been 
confined to essays on “ soap,” its civilizing and 
elevating tendencies; or had I, Aristippus-like, 
floated with the current, there is little doubt but 
that I would have merited the regard of this 
oracle of Panzoust—this sempiternal wrangler 
and his co-conspirators. Very respectfully,

The whole taxation of the people 1s a heavy 
burden, and they have a right to demand a relief, 
particularly when the surplus revenue is over 
$100,000,000. 

Now, it is perfectly obvious that Congressmen, 
who, in November next, will have to face their 
constituencies, will above all have to give a good 
reason why these war taxes have not been re- 
duced. Let the dead bury the dead. We shall 


see, for instance, how some Democratic Congress- 
men of New-York will be able to defend their 
action on the tariff bill. Either Messrs. Cox and 
Hewitt will have to stay home or those opposed 
to their views will not go back to Washington. 
That the Democracy of New-York fully or by an 
immense majority approve of the remarkable 
tariff speeches of Mr. Cox and Mr. Hewitt is as 
plain asthesun at noonday. These gentlemen 
truly represent not oniy the Democratic feeling 
as to the tariff! in New-York, but ot the majority 
of the party in the country, and the result 
will show it. The able speech of Mr. 
Cox fully represents the tariff oppres- 
sion under wiich we groan, while the 
speech of Mr. Hewitt in the House yesterday 
was one that must assert itself to all who believe 
in sound economy. Asa practical man of busi- 
ness, Mr. Hewitt goes to the very root of the 
evil, and truly points out that as raw material is 
the very foundation of manufacturing prosperi- 
ty, and as we have been and still are handicapped 
as long as we exactatax on it, hence, he truly 
argues, that no relief can be substantial that 
does not remove this blind and mischievous 
policy of taxing raw material. Another very 
true statement of Mr. Hewitt’s is that revenue 
can only be effectualiv reduced by enlarging the 
free list. I quite agree also with Mr. Hewitt that 
the horizontal reduction of the Morrison Tariif 
bill may after ali not decrease revenue to a very 
great extent. But I regret that so able an econo- 
mist did not also emphatically point out that 
while the horizontal reduction may not decrease 
revenue it will most decidedly decrease the 
burdens of the people to the extent of the re- 
duction. And therefore it will prove a great 
measure of relief. Anyhow, Mr. Hewitt is very 
willing to accept this relief, which stamps him 
asa practical man, who is ready to reduce the 
war taxes in time of peace wherever and when- 
ever he finds an opportunity. In the mean- 
time, the opponents of the Morrison Tariff Re- 
lief bill, those who form a minority of Demo- 
crats, should not forget that, do what they will, 
the odium of wrecking the Democratic Party 
will surely be brought home to them for com- 
bining with the Republicans to beat the Morrison 
Tariff bill. Many of these, outside of Pennsy)- 
vania and New-Jersey, may even find that, be- 
sides the regular Republican candidate, there 
is such a quantity as a Democratic reform candi- 
date to contend with, which would prove pretty 
awkward. 

After a few days’ cool¢refiection it will be 
found that soup is never eaten as hot as itis 
cooked. and that the Democratic tariff smash- 
ers have already expended much of their re- 
sentment; above all, that the demand for re- 
duction of taxes will have to be supplied.

A bill was passed toa third reading in 
the Senate on the 2ist inst. to tax the full value 
of all personal property without deducting any 
indebtedness. The present law al uws all indebt- 
edness to be deducted. [f the provisions of such 
a law were enforced it would be impossible for an 
ordinary trader todo business. Take our large 


dry goods houses for example. Some of them, 
witha cash capital of from $250,000 to $400,000, 
have from $800,000 to $1,200,000 in merchandise 
and debts due them, and they owe for the differ- 
ence. For the Legislature of the State to enact a 
law ros * merchant from deducting his 
indebtedness from his gross assets would be an 
act ot singular injustice. The brokers and pri- 
vate bankers owe millions of dollars to the State 
and national banks, and such indebtedness is 
counted as a portion of the assets of these insti- 
tutions on which they pay taxes. To attempt to 
collect another tax from the debtor would be 
unjust. It behooves every business man to use 
his influence to prevent such a measure from be- 
coming a law.

DEFENDS HIM WITH GREAT 


WARMTH. 


The Seventeenth Assembly District Re- 
publican Association consumed an_ hour last 
evening in discussing John J. O’Brien. Resolu- 
tions were offered by Stephen T. McClave in- 
dorsing the action of the County Committee in 
electing Mr. O’Brien Chairman and Col. Charles 
8S. Spencer First Vice-President of the com- 
mittee. Mr. McClave apologized for not 
having included in the resolution the

McClave, (his brother,) and expressed the 
hope that an amendment would be made supply- 
ing the: omission. This was promptly done. 
Richard Garms then created a sensation by mov- 
ing “that the resolutions be adopted with the 
exception of the name of John J. O’Brien.” Po- 
lice Commissioner Mason at this shifted uneasily 
in hisseat. Of the several persons who instant- 


ly shonted “ Mr. Chairman,” Stephen McClave 
secured the floor,and in a compassionate tone 
inquired what Mr. Garms had “ got against Mr. 
O’Brien. Heisa poor man, and be bas an Irish 
name,” continued Mr. McClave, “* but he is hon- 
pa he has more than once led the party to 
victory.” 

Francis C. Upton had nothing against, either 
Mr. O’Brien or Mr. Spencer, except that he held 
that they did not even ostensibly lead the Repub- 
lican Party at the present time. John J. Bloom- 
field said that “having talked the matter over 
with people” in his election district, he could 
assert that 75 per cent. would favor the amend- 
ment proposed by Mr. Garms. 

Col. Mason said that as he was at the meeting 
at which Mr. O’Brien was elected, and as it was 
“too late to ask why the resolution was offered,” 
he proposed to meet it. Hesaid he had known 
Mr. O’Brien a quarter of a century, and he gave 
a sketch of his career. ‘Are there many men 
who can show so clean a record?” shouted the 
Commissioner in tones that induced a fit of 
coughing. The Commissioner finally recov- 
ered himself, anid continued: *“‘Mr. O’Brien 
has worked nights, days, and Sundays 
in the interests of the party. So well has he 
performed his duties in the Bureau of Elections 
that when his term expired he was unanimously 
reappoin:ed, and would be again to-morrow if 
his term were toendthen. I voted for him in 
the County Committee first because he was 
qualified for the position, and, second, because 
an effort was being made in an unjust, under- 
handed way to defeat him. The Everett House 
people said they didn’t want to invite support- 
ers of O’Brien to their caucus or meeting— 
it wasn’t acaucus. They argued that, with Mr. 
O’Brien at the head of the committeee, there’d 
be no money, to speak of, to carry on the work, 
and the party would be wiped out. I thought, 
as I bad never seen anything of that kind, it 
would bea novelty, and I’d like to see how it 
would work. The Hon. Solon B. Smith, after he 
had done everything he could to defeat Mr. 
O’Brien, was quite willing to take his old place as 
Secretary. Mr. O’Brien got aclean majority of 
3+ votes, and now are you going to say you’ll not 
support bim?” 

Here another fit of coughing admonished Col. 
Mason that he had talked enough, and he sat 
down. Before he was comfortably seated, how- 
ever, Mr. Garms began to worry the Colonel. “I 
don’t believe Mr. O’Brien got a representation of 
the popular vote of the Republicans of this city,” 
he said, *‘and the last speaker was not formerly 
as fond of him as he apparently is now.”’ Then, 
in a circumlo¢cutory manner, Mr. Garms intimat- 
ed that Col. Mason resigned from the Central 
Committee on account of differences with 
O’Brien. 

‘Why! no man living ever ascertained why I 
resigned,” said the Colonel in much wrath. 
* But it was not in consequence of anything Mr. 
O’Brien ever did, but on account of the action of 
the Central Committee in certain matters. Why, 
John J. O’Brien hadno more to do with my 
resignation than the man in the moon.” 

President John McClave called Mr. Upton to 
the chair.and madea speech in favor of Mr. 
O’Brien. The resolutions were then adopted by 
about a two-thirds vote.

SHOT BY A JEALOUS NEGRO. 


A DISSOLUTE WOMAN WHO DIVIDED HER 
AFFECTION BETWEEN TWO MEN. 


Because of the robbery of a man who 
was lured into a house in Macdougal-street, be- 
tween Third-street and Bleecker-street, a few 
days ago, the sidewalk in front of it was made 
a‘*stationary post.” Officer James Moore was 
there yesterday afternoon when Lucinda Smith, 
housekeeper of the tenement-house No. 9 Mi- 
netta-street, which is occupied by colored people, 
ran to him and told him that a woman had been 


murdered there. Moore found in a room on the 
first floor Rosie Robinson, a quadroon, 23 years 
old, seriously injured. She said her assailant was 
Charles A. Still. Still had gone to the basement 
and surrendered quietly. Near him lay a com- 
mon Colt’s revolver of 32 calibre. Three shots 
had recently been discharged from it. Still said 
when arrested and asked why he shot the woman: 

“T’ve been talking to her all the afternoon, 
asking her to give that other nigger up and could 
= re with her. SoIshot her. Is she going 

0 die?’ 

** Guess not,” said the officer. 

“I'm sorry,” replied Still; ‘I meant to have 
finished her.” 

The shooting was the result of Still’s jealousy 
of anegro gambler, George Simon, with whom 
the dissoluie woman shared her evenings. Still, 
whois 27 years old, who has been a waiter and 
recently a **jubilee” singer,was told by Simon four 
months ago that the woman was false. Still dis- 
covered her relations with Simon, and went 
Thursday night to Officer Moore, the policeman 
who arrested him yesterday, and asked his ad- 
vice. Moore said he ought to be ashamed of 
himself; if he were aman he would let her go 
her own way.

‘I’ve done nothing,” she shrieked as 
she ran to the front room. Just as she turned 
the handle of the door, Still fired the shot which 
struck herelbow. A few nights ago Still broke 
a chair over her head. She is now at Bellevue 
Hospital, and is not in a critical condition.

THE SHERIFF'S DEFENSE 


ATTACKING THE VALIDITY OF THE 
GRAND JURY. 

MR. DAVIDSON’S COUNSEL CLAIMING THAT 
THE INDICTMENTS ARE VOID BECAUSE 
FOUND BY AN ILLEGAL BODY. 

Sheriff Davidson was arraigned before 
Judge Barrett, in the Court of Oyer and Termi- 
ner, yesterday. Aaron J. Vanderpoel and w. 
Bourke Cockran appeared as his counsel. Dis- 
trict Attorney Olney represented the people. 
Mr. Cockran suggested that the Sheriff should be 
called on to plead only to one of the three indict- 
ments against him for extortion and grand lar- 
ceny. The first plea having been acted on by 
the court, he said, the Sheriff could then, if nec- 
esssary, amend it in the other cases or move to 
quash the indictments. The District Attorney 
declined to enter into any stipulation before he 
had ascertained the character of the plea to be 
put in. 

Taking up one of the indictments, Mr. Cockran 
said that the Sheriff pleaded to it that he was not 
guilty of the crimes of extortion and grand lar- 
ceny charged, and “that The People of the State 
of New-York ought not further to prosecute the 


said indictment,” because it was not an indict- 
ment, nor a true bill, not having been found by 
any Grand Jury lawfully impaneled in the city 
and county of New-York. e members of the 
special Grand Jury were not lawful Grand Ju- 
rors, ané had “no right, authority, or color of 
authority to find or present any indictment for 
which said Alexander V. Davidson can lawfully 
be held, and this the said Alexander V. Davidson 
stands ready to prove.” Following this was the 
statement that on March 8, in the Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions, a Grand Jury was impaneled, and 
was, on March 21, when the indictments were 
found, and has since continued to be, the only 
lawful Grand Jury existing in this county. : 

The basis of the allegation against the authori- 
ty of the special Oyer and Terminer Grand Jury 
are the statements that, although a Court of 
Over and Terminer was appointed to be held on 
the first Monday of February, 1884, none of the 
members of that jury were summoned then 
to attend as Grand Jurors either by the 
Sheriff or by any person acting in his 
behalf, or by any person acting either 
by law or color of legal authority; that 
they were not drawn 14 days prior to the Ist day 
of February, as oq ery bylaw, in the presence 
of the Sheriff, the County Clerk, and a Judge of 
any court of record; that they had not been 
summoned at all to attend a Court of Oyer and 
Terminer to be held in the month of February; 
that they had never been impanelled or sworn 
or charged by the Judge appointed to hold that 
term of the court; that no extraordin term 
of the Court of Oyer and Terminer had been 
called by the Governor within the last two years; 
and that the persons named are not, and on 
March 21 were not, * acting asa Grand Jury by 
virtue of any valid enactment of the Legisla- 
ture or by virtue of any bill or amendments of 
any bill reported to the Legislature by Commis- 
sioners appointed pursuant to law to revise the 
statutes.” The Sheriff therefore asked the court 
for a judgment that he should not be compelled 
to plead further, and that the alleged indictment 
should be quashed. ‘ 

Mr. Cockran said that he and his colleagues, 
Messrs. Vanderpoel & Choate, knew that the 
case of the a against Requier was adverse 
to the form of the plea, but they had interposed 
the plea for the purpose of having everything 
material spread on the record and to save what 
they considered the constitutional right of their 
client to plead to the validity of the indictment. 
They did not seek delay, but wished to raise all 
the issues. They would welcome the overruling 
of their plea and proceed to an immediate trial 
on the merits. 

District Attorney Olney objected to the recep- 
tion of the plea, and also to its rejection without 
full consideration by the court, and he asked for 
time to look over the so-called plea and present 
his objections to itso that it could be fully con- 
sidered. He refused to accept the aflidavit of 
Sheriff Davidson as a formal plea, pointing out 
the fact that under the Code of Civil Procedure 
there are only three methods of pleading— 
“guilty,” “‘not guilty,” or the plea of “former 
conviction.”” Mr. Cockran answered that the or- 
ganic law of the State was superior to the:Code, 
and that a citizen cannot lawfully be taken into 
court and be compelled to undergo trial on an 
alleged indictment found by persons not qualified 
to act as Grand Jurors. : 

Judge Barrett decided that the District Attor- 
ney should have time. After Mr. Vanderpoel 
had said that, although the paper presented was 
called a plea, it was merely a presentment of 
facts, of which the court should take cogni- 
zance, the District'Attorney said that, under that 
view of the matter, the Sheriff should be con- 
eidered not to have been formally arraigned; 
that his arraignment should be deferred until 
Monday, and that he (the District Attorney) 
should be given notice of the objections to the 
indictment to be then urged. This course was 
concurred in by Messrs. Vanderpoel and Cockran 
and approved by Judge Barrett. Mr. Cockran 
hand a copy of the objections to Mr. Olney, 
and informed him that, if they were overruled, 
and the special Grand Jury was held to be a valid 
body, he would again present them, backed up 
by affidavits, on a motion to quash the indict- 


ments.

LANDING OCEAN PASSENGERS. 
—_o——— 
THE STEAM-SHIP LINES OBJECTING TO 
TRANSFERS TO THE BARGE OFFICE. 


Some days ago Collector Robertson in- 


vited the New-York representatives of the vari- 
ous ocean steam-ship lines to give him their 
views in writing concerning the proposed landing 
of cabin passengers and their baggage at the new 
Government barge office on the Battery. Several 
of the agents have respondedto this invitation, 
and the Collector intends to send their letters 
to the Secretary of the Treasury. Thesteam-ship 


men are apparently unanimous in pronouncing 
the proposed scheme impracticable. 

Vernon H. Brown, of the Cunard Line, says 
that the change would in many respects be de- 
sirable had the Government adequate facilities 
to handle the :arge numier of pastengers and the 
immense quantities of ba ith the ex- 
isting facilities, however, Mr. Brown fears that 
the scheme would be impracticable, if not im- 
possible. The belief is expressed that “the 
steam-ships with large passenger lists could go 
to their own docks, land passengers and bagnage 
there, and, provided the Government promptly 
had their barges waiting to receive the same, the 
whole could reach the Barge Office more expedi- 
tiously and safely than by any other course.” 

Kunhardt & Co., of the Hamburg American 
Packet Company, whose piers are at Hoboken, 
intimate that they understand that steamers 
landing on the New-Jersey shore are exempt 
under the law from transferring cabin passen- 
gers and their bag; to the Barge Office. 

Paton, Vickers & Co., of the Monarch Line, be- 
lieve that any attempt to carry out the scheme 
““ will be quite impracticable.” : 

John M. Kirk and Robert Floyd, mepesoeses 
the Inman yee. express the opinion that steam- 
ships should be permitted to proceed directly to 
their respective piers, and that the necessary 
transfers of passengers and baggage to the Barre 
Office should be made from the said piers. Any 
transfers madeat Quarantine or while the steam- 
ers are anchored in the river would, it is be- 
lieved, “involve great risk to life and propert. 
and might give rise to questions as to responsi- 
bility for damages sustained.” 

Louis de Bebian, of the French Line, urges the 
objections of delay, risk, and additional expense, 
and remarks: * A large amount of money will be 
spent with but failure and public dissatisfaction 
for a result.” 

Oelrichs & Co., of the North German Lloyd 
Line, write that it would be unsafe and impracti- 
cable to anchor the large steamers of the present 
day inthe neighborhood of the Battery, on ac- 
count of the large number of craft plying in the 
North Riverandthe bay. They believe the trans- 
fer would cause a delay of from four to six hours, 
and should be undertaken at the expense and 
risk of the Government. 

Pim, Forwood & Co., of the Atlas Line, point 
out a few objections to the proposed scheme, 
chief of which are the delays tothe steam-ships 
and the disagreeable exposure and risk to which 

assengers would be subjected in Winter or in 

ad weather. 

R. J. Cortis, of the White Star. Line, suggests 
that if the Government desires to have the cabin 

assengers transferred to the Rarge Office, the 

ransfers should be made while the steamers are 
at quarantine. Mr. Cortis adds: **As the Gov- 
ernment officers would occasionally be called 
upon to land 2,000 passengers, with 1, tons of 
baggage. in one day, 10 first-class, properly 
equipped barges would be requisite. I assume 
that, as the revenue will be largely increased by 
the change, the Government will not object to 
furnish and work the barges.”’ 

D. B. Ivison, the publisher, opposes the scheme, 
and says that, if it is undertaken, he will land 
either in Boston or Philadelphia when he returns 
from Europe with his family in Augnst.

OPENING A NEW MONASTERY. 
cciadadiagicictiaion 
THE HOME OF THE SISTERS OF THE SECOND 
ORDER OF ST. DOMINIC. 

A few years ago Bishop Corrigan was the 
means of introducing the Sisters of the Second 
Order of St. Dominic into the Diocese of New- 
ark. The commnnity numbered four and have 
since been living in a dwelling in Sussex-avenue, 
Newark. There are now 15 members, 8 choir 
nuns and 5 lay Sisters; of these 11 are professed. 
There is 1 lay novice and 1 Jay postulant. The 


Prioress is Sister Mary of Jesus. On Thursday, 
April 3, the feast of the impression of the stig- 
mata of St. Catharine of Sienna, the order wiil 
remove to the new monastery, in Thirteenth- 
avenue, between Ninth and Tenth streets. The 
rules of the order are the strictest known in the 
Catholic Church. The members pass their time 
in adoration of the host in prayer and in making 
the finest of ecclesiastical vestments. Day and 
night one sister kneels before the niche of the 
exposition in the chape! and at midnight al! the 
choir sisters recite the office of matins and lauds 
in the chapel. 

The new monastery is built of brown Belleville 
stone, 150 feet square, three stories high, with an 
inclosedscourt 66 feet square, and an open cloister 
9 feet wide, supported by iron arches and iron 
columns, runs about thesquare. The building is 
modeled after the ancient Dominican Monaster- 
ies in Europe, and in the centre of the open court 
is a well 60 feet deep—another feature of the Old 
World. The building nearly covers an entire 
city block, and has rooms for 50 Sisters. 
The rooms are 8 by 13 feet, with a window in 
each. A rule of the order allows only the chapel, 
kitchen, and infirmary to be heated. That part 
of the chapel set apart for the Sisters’ stalls is 
separated from the rest by a wall, with an iron 
grating through which the priest passes the 

ylessed sacrament. The part of the chapel for 
the use of the ple is 30 by 60 feet. The.altar 
rests ona solid foundation of brick and stone, 
and is composed of white statuary marble from 
Vermont. Itis7feet9 inches in height and 7 
feet long. The antependum, orfront of the altar. 
has four columns of polished Mexican onyx an 
three panels, the middle one being ornamented 
with sculptured floral devices and the holy name, 
I. H. 8., the left one containing the *“ Alpha and 
Omega,” and the right panel the coat of arms of 
the Sisters of the Dominican Order, with its ini- 
tials. The candle bench is highly ornamented 
with lilies. On each side of the white marble 
tabernacie there are columns of Mexican onyx. 
The elaborate fire-gilt metal door 1s embellished 
with the form of adove, and over it, on the cor- 
ners, are Passion flowers. 

High over the tabernacle, in the rear, in the 
partition of the chapel, isthe exposition niche, 
where the blessed sacrament will be enshrined 
for perpetual worship. It is reached by a black 
walnutstaircase rising on either side of the chap- 
el. The niche is made of white marble, and is 12 
feet in height. On each side there is a beautiful- 
ly carved statue of an angel, 3 feet 6 inches high, 
each carrying a candelabrum of an eiaborate 
design and fine finish. At the bottom of the 
niche there is a highly ornamented marble brack- 
et, while there are pinnacles of polished marble 
at the an The floor is of small mosaic tiles. 
There will be no pews or seats in this part of the 
chapel; the faithful will stand or kneel during 
the service. The seeped has cost, it is under- 
stood, about $65,000, the value of the land not in- 
cluded. The altar and its surroundingscost about 

2,000, the gift of Archbishop Corrigan, of New- 

York. His brothers, the Crooks and the Plunk- 
etts, have contributed very much to the success 
of this order, It is expected that Bishop Wigger, 
of Newark, will bless the building and its work 
on Saturday, April 19, and that Bishop Corrigan 
will consecrate the altar on the following day.

STOCK EXCHANGE RULES. 
: ’ —__o— 
A&A PLAN FOR THE GOVERNING COMMITTEE 

‘ “TO APPOINT THE CHAIRMAN. 

- Some stirring comments were made by 
members'of the Stock Exchange yesterday 
when the announcement was on the bulletin 
board that the Governing Comfhittee had adopted 
a resolution favoring an amendment of the con- 
stitution providing that the Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman should hereafter be appointed by the 
Governing Committee. Thetwo positions named 
have heretofore been filled at the annual elections 


by vote of the members, There was a disposition 
among the younger members of the Exchange to 
denounce the proposed change as an_ encroach- 
ment upon their individual rights and as a need- 
less assumption of authority by the Governing 
Committee. 
Many of the older members favored the pro- 
sed amendment. Their views are similar to 
hose of President A. 8. Hatch, who says: “The 
amendment referred to was proposed by the Gov- 
erning Committee asa matter of general policy 
in feed ag om agg of the Exchange and as cal- 
culated, in their judgment, to promote its effi- 
ciency. It has no personal reference whatever to 
the present incumbents of the offices of Chair- 
man and Vice-Chairman, both of whom, so far 
as I know, enjoy the full confidence of the Gov- 
erning Committee. The ccnstitution_provides 
that ‘the whole government of the Exchange 
shall be vested in a Governing Committee.’ This 
provision necessarily carries with it a responsi- 
bility on their part for the proper administration 
of the government thus intrusted to them. It was 
believed to be more in harmony with the general 
system of the government of the Exchangp, 
that the Chairman and Vice-Chairman should 
derive their authoritv from, and be accountable 
in its exercise to, the Governing Committee, to 
whom the duty is confided and upon whom the 
responsibility is imposed by the constitution of 
administering its government. I think it will 
commend itself to the deliberate judgment of the 
members when its purpose is properly under- 
stood and the fact is recognized that it has no 
personal bearing, and that it is intended to pro- 
mote consistency and a proper relation of re- 
sponsibilities in the administration of the affairs 
of the Exchange.” 

The rules provide that the proposed amend- 
ment must be posted seven days, during which 
time the members of the Exchange are at liberty 
to vote for or againstit. If a majority fail to 
vote against it, it will becomealaw. The tatoo 
began yesterday, and there was an openly avowe 
determination among some of the members to 
defeat it if possible. 


SOLDIERS MAKING MEN WORK. 


siapntaiclapelllacdlic 
IMMIGRANTS WHO CLAIMED THEY WERE 
TREATED AS SLAVES. 

At a meeting of the Commissioners of 
Emigration, yesterday, the Secretary read a 
communication from the United States Consul 
at Cienfuegos, Cuba, in regard to some immi- 
grants who were said to have been decoyed on 
board a vessel and sent to a sugar plantation, 
where they were practically held as slaves. The 
Consul investigated the matter and found that 


the immigrants referred to were receiving but 
$10 per month, while the usual rate of wages in 
the neighborhood was $25. They were being 
fed, however, in a better manner’ than 
many laborers around them, but they were 
compelled to work on Sundays, for which they 
received $2 a month extra. They refused to work 
the first Sunday which they passed on the plan- 
tation, but a file of Spanish soldiers were called 
in and they were compelled to perform their 
tasks. They are obliged to work 14 hours a day. 
The men signed contracts in Spanish in this city, 
but they did not understand the purport of 
these. The agent who secured them here was J. 
¥. Ferrer, of No. 89 Broad-street. The board de- 
cided to send copies of the communication to 
the Secretary of the Treasury and to the Mayor 
of the city, as it had no power to act in the mat- 
ter. 

Commissioner Stephenson offered a resolution 
to the effect that as the inspection law passed by 
Congress in 1882 had proved defective, because 
immigrants could pass the Canadian border with- 
out inspection, and as no penalty was provided 
for violation of the law, a committee should be 
appointed to goto Washington and urge that the 
present law be amended. Mr. Lynch offered an 
amendment which provided that the com- 
mission should not hold office under the Fed- 
eral Government. Mr, Stephenson said that he 
had been to Albany to urge an appropriation for 
repairs in Castile Gurden. He told Goy. Cleve- 
land that the institutions on Ward’s Island 
should be abolished, as these merely served to 
educate paupers. Mr. Lynch spoke strongly in 
favor of having the State retain its control over 
the Emigration Commission, but his amendment 
was lost, he alone voting for it, and the original 
resolution was carried. Mayor Edson was psesent

TESTIMONY AS TO THE CHARACTER OF MISS 
JONES, 

In the Tombs Police Court yesterday 
there was another secret examination before 
Justices Smith and Ford in the case of the Rev. 
Griffith H. Humphrey, Pastor of the Welsh Pres- 
byterian Church, who is charged by Laura A. 
Jones, formerly a member of his church, with 
being the father of her child. Mr. and Mrs. 


William R. Rees, of No. 3764 Bowery, testified 
for the defense that on March 24, 1883, the day of 
the alleged seduction, Mr. Humphrey was a 
visitor at their home from about 3 to 7 
P. M., covering the time mentioned in the 
testimony of the complainant. Mr. Humphrey 
corroborated this testimony and the case was 
closed for the defense. Testimony was intro- 
duced by the prosecution to show that the cler- 
gyman and the young woman registered at the 
Baldwin House at Newburg on Oct. 18, 1883, as 
brother and sister, and occupied adjoining rooms. 

Young Mr. Owens, of No. 349 West Seventeenth- 
street, testified in rebuttal of the testimony of 
Griffith Williams to the effect that the latter and 
the witness slept together, and that Williams 
saw Owens occupy Miss Jones’s room in 
March and April, 1883. Miss Owens said 
she slept with Miss Jones, and she never saw her 
brother occupy the room. Twoservants of Mr. 
Humphrey were called by the prosecution. They 
sta that Miss Jones called frequently on the 
clergyman, but they could not say whether she 
was at his house, as she claimed, on March 24. 
The case was then closed and adjourned for one 
week, to enable the stenographer to write up the 
evidence and the witnesses to sign it.

TO PAY A DEBT WITH PICTURES. 

From having been partners in business, 
Ernst F. Hoffman and Justus H. Rudolph be- 
came opponents of one another in litigation. 
Having indulged in the pastimes of the law fora 
long time, they composed their differences and 


agreed that Rudolph owed Hoffman $3,000. Ru- 
dolph was a painter in oils, and, prior to his dis- 
pute with Hoffman, had produceda pretty pict- 
ure of a white setter dog for him. It was agreed 
that he should paint 100 pictures equal 
in merit to that production, and deliver 
them to Hoffman in settlement of his debt.

MR. GLEASON’S STREET RAILROAD. 

Ex-Alderman P. J. Gleason yesterday 
was served with papers requiring him to show 
cause to the Attorney-General why proceedings 
should not be instituted to revoke the charter of 
the Sunnyside and Skillman-avenue Railroad, in 
Long Island City, which is operated by the Glea- 
son Company. James M. Freeman made com- 
plaint to the Attorney-General that the charter 
was procured by fraud. The road was built by 
the Freemans in 1876. They applied to the Com- 
mon Council for a charter, but did not get it. 
They, however, continued to operate the road 
until about two years ago, when they were com- 
pelled to stop. Meantime Alderman Gleason ob- 
tained a charter from the Common Council to 
operate a railroad over the same route. The 
Freemans also controlied the Ravenswood and 
Shore Railroad. This was sold under foreclosure 
about a year ago, and was purchased by William 
Steinway, of Steinway & Sons. Freeman, it is 
said, is — by_Mr. Steinway in his action 
against eason. In his complaint 
alleges that Gleason, when he applied for the 
charter, used Mr. Steinway’s name in the peti- 
tion without his consent. Mr. Gleason denies 
that fraud was practiced in obtaining the charter.
